Majesty has jurisdiction in Siam in relation to such matters and things, 
that is to suy :— 

n) British subjects, as herein dehneTI, within tlie limits of this Order. 

(2) The pro])erty and all jiersoiud or proprietary riglits and liabilities 
in Siam of British subjects, whether sncli subjects are within the said 
limits or not. 

(.S) Siamese subjects aiul foreigners in the eases and accoi'ding t«) the 
‘conditions specified in t his Order, and not otlnu-wise. 

(4) Foreigners, witli respia-t to wliom any State, King, Chief, or Oovern- 
meut, whose subjects or under wliose protection they are, has by any 
Treaty as lieitdn defined or otiierwise agreiMl with His Majesty for, or 
consents to. tlioexercise, of power or autliority by His Majesty. 

(5) British ships with their bouts, and thd iiersoiis and property ou 
boanl thereof, or belonging thereto, being within the Siamese dominions. 

5. All His Majesty’s jurisdiction exercisable in Siam for the hearing 
and determination of civil matters, or for the maintenance of order, or for 
the control or administration of iiersons or property, or in relation thei-eto, 
shall be exercised under and uciumliiig U» the provisions of this Older, and 
not otherwise. 

(). (1) There aliall be a Conrt styled *• His Britannic Majesty’s Conrt for 
Siam ” (in this Older referred to as “ the Conrt for Siam.” or “ the Court”). 

(2) The members of the Court shall be tlie Consular Officers, but— 

(t) as regaids the commissioned Consular Officei's, with such excep¬ 
tions, if any, as the Seci’etary of State from time to time thinks 
fit to make ; and 

(it) as regards the uncommissioned Consular Officers, with such.excep¬ 
tions, if any, as the Minister from time to time thinks fit to make 
by writing signed by him. 

v3) Each member of the Court, in exercising the jurisdiction thereof 
ill conformity with this Oitler, shall, for tlu' purposes of this Order, be 
deemed to form and to be rlie Court ; and the term “tlie Court for Siam ” or 
“the Conrt” in this Order includes and ajiplies to the Court of Siam and 
every member so exercising juristliction. 

(4) Subject to tht' provisions of this older, and to any directions of. the 

Seei-etary of State, each member of the Court may exercise the jurisdiction 
thereof at any place in Siuiii where lie may happen to be ip the course of his 
ofliciul duties. ^ ' 

(5) Tlie Court for Siam shall be a court of lecoid. ** 

7. (1) Theie shall be attached to the Conrt for Siam a Hegistrar,a Marshei, 
and such other officei's and clerks under siieh designations as the Minister 
thinks fit. 

(2) Every officer and clerk thu.s attached sliall discharge such duties and 
exercise such powers in connection with the Court as may be prescribed, 
subject to any instructions of the Minister. 

8. The Court for Siam sliall have a seal, bearing the style of the Court, 
and such device as the Secretary of State approves; but the seal in use at the 
coniineiicement of this Older sliall continue to be used until a uew tieal is 
provided. 

9. Subject to the provisions of this Order civil cases may be tried in the 
Court by the Court itself, or by the Court with Assessors. 

10. (L) An Assessor shall be a competent and impartial British subject 

of good repute, nominated and summoned by the Court for the purpose di 
acting as Assessor. * i 
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(2) There may be one Assessor or two Assessors, as the Coart thinks fit. 

(8) An Assessor shall not have any voice in the decision of the Court in 
any case; but an Assessor dissenting from any decision of the Court may 
record in the Minutes his dissent, and the grounds thereof, and ahull be 
entitled to receive without payment a certified copy of the Minutes. 

(4) If any person summonod to act as Assessor fails without lawful 
excuse, to attend at the trial, or at any adjournment theiviof, or to continue to 
serve throughout the trial, he shall be-liable, under a sumnuiry order of the 
Court, to a fine not exceeding £10. 

11. Where a case is transferi-ed to the Court from an International 
Court, the Court shall give such directions as seem proper for its determina¬ 
tion, having regard to the proceeding.^ (if any) in tlie International Court. 
In determining such case the Court shall, subject to the provisions of this 
Order, apply any Siamese law other than a law relating to procedure, which 
would have been applied in the International Court. 

12. In matters of procedure the jurisdiction of the Court shall, subject 
to the provisions of this Order, or any other Order in Council, or to Rules of 
Court, be exercised, as far as circumstances admit, in accordance with 
English law and practice for the time being. 

1.3. (1) Any member of the Court may, cither of his own motion or on 
the application of any of the parties to the case, report to the Minister that 
a case which has been tried before him is proper to lie re-heard. 

(2) The Minister may, either of his own motion or on the application of 
any of the parties to the case, direct that any case which has been tried 
before the Court shall be re-heard. 

(3) The Minister shall thereupon select two members of the Court to re¬ 
hear the case in question at such place as he may tliink convimieiit, and the 
case shall thereupon be re-heard accordingly. At such re-hearing the Court 
may give any judgment and make any onler which ought to have been 
made, and may make such further or other onler as t lie case may require 

14. (1) There shall be no appeal to His Majesty the King in Council 
from a decision of the Court for Siam, except by special leaver of ijis 
Majesty in Council, 

(2) Where special leave to appeal to His Majesty in Council is granted, 
the appeal shall be admitted on such terras and in such manner us His 
Majesty in Council may think fit. 

15. Subject to the provisions of this Oi"der and of the I’oreigu .lurisdic- 
tion (Probates) Order in Council, 1908, the non-eon ten tions probate jurisdic¬ 
tion of the Court for Siam, as described in Article 4 (ii) of this Order, 
shall be exorcised, as far us eircninstances admit, in conformity with Kngiish 
law for the time being. 

16. All i-eal or immoveable property situate in Siam, and belonging at 
the time of his death to any British subject, shall be doomed to be personal 
estate, and the devolution thereof, in ease of intestacy, sliall be regnluted 
accoiding to the law of England for the time being relating to personal 
estate. 

17. (1) The Court for Siam shall, as far us circiunstauces admit, have, 
for and within Siam, with respect to the wills and the property in Siam of 
deceased British subjects, all such jiirisdictiou as for the time being belongs 
to the High Court in England. 

(2) Probate or administration granted by the Court under this order 
shall have effect over all the propert^y of the deceased within Siam, and shall 
effectually discharge persons, dealing with an executor or admini^rator 
thereunder, notwithstanding that any defect afterwards appears in the grafft. 

18. Section 51 of the Conveyancing (Scotland) Act, 1874, ami any 
enactment for the time being in force amending or substituted for the same, 
are hereby extended to Siam, with the adaptation following, namely«—

(2) The Court shall, where the elrcamstajices of the case appear to the 
Court so to require, forthwith on his death, or as soon after as may be, take 
possession of Ms personal property within the jurisdiction, or put it uiwler 
the seal of the Court (in either case, if the nature of the property-or other 
circunistances so requii-e making up inventory), and so keep it until it can be 
dealt with according to law.

proper, and shall not be liable to any action, suit, or proceedings in respect 
of anything done under this Article. Every proceeding of the Court under 
this Article shall be recorded iii the Minutes. 

26. (1) In every case Minutes of the proceedings shall be drawn up, and 
shall be signed by the Consular Officer before whom the proceedings are 
taken, and shall, whore the trial is held with asse.ssora, be open for tkelr 
insiiection and for their signature if concurred in by theip.

.Huhjocts jointly, and in another action one of them is plaintiff and the 
Siamese or foreigner is defendant, the Court may, if it thinks lit, on tlie 
upplicutioii of the Britisli subject, stay the enforcement of the order pending 
tliat other action, and may set off any amount ordered to be paid by one 
party in one action against any amount oiilered to be paid by the other party 
in the other action, without prejudice to tlie right of the British subject to 
require contribution from liis co-defendants under the joint liability.

SCHEDULE. 

Protocol concerning the .lurisdiction applicable in the Kingdom of Siam 
to British subjects and annexed to the Treat 3 % dated the 10th March 1909. 

Section 1. Interiiatioiial Courts shall be established at such places as 
may seem desirable in the interests of the good adniini.strution of Justice; 
the selection of these idnces shall form the subject of an understanding 
between the British Minister at Bangkok and the Siamese Minister for 
Foreign Affairs. 

Section 2. The jnri.s<liction of the International Courts shall extend— 

1. Ill civil matters: To all civil and commercial mutters to which 
British subjects shall be parties. 

2. In iieual matters: To breaches of law of every kind whether 
committed by British subjects or to their injury. 

Section ?l. The right of evocation in the International Courts shall be 
exercised in uccoixiiince with the provisions of Article 8 of the Treaty of 
the 3rd September 1883. 

The right of evocation Hh.ill cease to be exercised in all mattars coming 
within the scope of coties or laws i-egularly promulgated as soon as the text 
of such codes or laws shall have been communicated to the Britisii Legation 
in Bangkok. Tliere shall be an understanding between the Ministry for 
Foreign Alfaii-s and the British Legatioi*- at Bangkok for the disposal of 
cases pending at the time that the said codes and laws are communicated. 

Section 4. In all cas<“s, whether in the International Courts or in the 
onlinary .Siamese Courts in which a British subject Is defendant or accused^ 
a European Jegal adviser shall sit in the Court of First Instance. 

Ill cases in which a British-born or natnnili/.ed subject not of Asiatic 
descent may be a pai'ty» a European adviser shall sit as a Judge in the Court 
of First Instance, and where such British subject is defendant or accused 
the opinion of the adviser shall prevail. 

A British subject wdio is in the position of defendant or accused in 
any case arising ill the provinces may apply for a change of venue, and 
should the Court consider such change (lesirable, the trial shall take place 
either at Bangkok or before the .fudge in who.se Court the case would be 
tried at Bangkok. Notice of any such application shall be given to the 
British Consular Officer. 

Section /). Article 1) nf the Treaty of the 3rd September 1883 is repealed. 

Appeals against the decisions of the International Courts of First 
Instance shall be adjudged by the Siamese Court of Appeal at Bangkok. 
Notice of all such appeals shall l)e communicated to His Britannic Majesty’s 
Consul, who shall have the right to give a written opinion upou the case to 
be annexed to the reconl. 

The judgraeut on apjieal from either the International Courts or fhe 
ordinary Siamese Court shull bear the signature of two European Judges. 

Section G. An appeal on a question of law shall lie from the Co^rt of 
Apiieal at Bangkok to the Supreme or Dika Court.* -■* 

Section 7. No plea of wairt oLjurisdiebton based ou the rules prescribed 
by the present Treaty shall be advanced in any Courtmfter a defence on the 
main issue has been offered. 

Sections. In order to prevent difiicnlties which may aiise in future 
from the transfer of jurisdiction contemplated by the pre.sent Treaty and 
Protocol, it is Hgived— • . 

(a; all cases ill which action shall be taken subsequently to the date

No. 1116 -W. —Whereas by paragraph 2 of the Hostile Foreigners 
(Trading) Order of November 17th, 1914, it is provi4ed that any company, firm 
or association or body of individuals, whether incorporated or not, of which 
any member or officer is a hostile foreigner or of which a hostile foreigner was 
a member or officer on the 3rd day of August. 1914, and which has an office, 
agency or place of business in British India, is a hostile firm; and

1. Dm-ing the presinit luJstiMt’es tlie provisions of the Convention 
known as tlie Declarationvd London shall, subject to the exclusion of the 
lists of contrubiind aTid iion-eontraband, and to the modification herein¬ 
after set out, he adopted and put in force by His Majesty’s Government. 

The modiflcatiojis are as follows — 

(i) A nentnil vessel, with papers indicjiting a neutral destination, 

which, notwithstanding the destination shown on the papers, 
proceeds to an enemy port, shall be liable to capture and 
Condemnation if she is encountered before the end of her next 
voyage. 

(ii) The destination referred to in 33 of the said Declaration 

shall (in iulditiou to the pre8iimi)tion8 laid down in Article 34) 
be presumed to exist if the goods are consigned to or for an 
■ agent of the enemy State. 

(iii) Notwithstanding the imovisions of Article .35 of the said Declara¬ 

tion, conditionul contraband shall be liable to capture on board 
a vessel hound for u neutnil port if the goods are consigned 
“ to order," or if the ship’s i)aperH do not show wlio is the 

. consignee of the goods or f tliey show a consigitee of the gooils 
in teiTitory belonging to or occupied by the enemy. 

(iv) In the cases covered by the preceding paragraph (^iii) it shall lie 

\ipon the owners of the goods to prove that their destination was 
iunocent. 

2. Where it is shown to the satisfaction of one of His Majesty’s 
Principal Secretaries of State that the enemy Government is drawing 
supplies for its armed forces from or tlirough a neutral countrj', he may 
direct that in respect of ships bound for a port in that country, Artitdo H5 of 
the said Declaration shall not Hi»i)ly. Such direction shnlt be notified in the 
" London Gazette’’and shall opemte until the same is withdrawn. So long 
as such direction is in force, u vessel which is carrying conditional contra¬ 
band to a port in that country shall not be hnmiine from capture. 

3. The oixler in Council of the 20tli Augusff 1914 directing the adoption 
and enforcement during the^resent hostilities of the Convention known as 
the Declaration of Londou, subject to the additions and modifications there¬ 
in specified, is hereby repealed. 

4. This Order may be cited as “ the Declaration of London Order ia 
Council No. 2,1914.”

• 2. The quantity of salt of every description cleared during th^ Qtt4i*tef 
amounted to 2,492,105 maunds (including 1,660,807 mskunds isstied ttndor 
the credit system), as Compared with' 4,164,645 liihunds (including 2,90^,826 
maunds issued under the credit system) in the previous quarter and 
2,932,048 maunds (including 1,941,,357 maunds issued under the credit 
systeui) in^ the ooiTesponding quarter of the previous year. The net amount 
of duty levjed w'as Rs. 26Ji5,857 (including Ks. 20,13,281 adjusted under the 
credit system), as against He. 36,§6,516 (including. Rs. 27,79,893 adjusted 
under the credit system) in the previous quarter, and Rs. 80,84,217 (ineluding 
Rfl. 23,04.111 adjusted Under the Credit system) in the corresponding quarter 
of the previous year.

For tlie iveek tudmg on the 30th November 1914. 

Summary .—^During the week under review there was no rain thi-oogtroat the 
Province except some slight showei’s in parts of Darjeeling, Bakarganj and Chittagong. 
The sowing of rahi crops is in brisk progress, l)ut rain is wanted for their growth. 
• fi^ves^ng of jvinter rice is proceeding. The prospects of standing crops are not very 
favonrable for want of rain. Damage to winter rice by insects continues to be reported 
from Midnapore and Bakarganj. Cattle-disease is reported from eleven districts. The 
average price of common rice for the Province has risen l)y about 0'(5 per cent„ as 
compared witli that of the previous week.

STATEMENTS 'SHOWING THE QUANTITIES OF THE FiHNOIPAL 
STAPLES IMPORTED INTO AND EXPORTED FROM 
CALCUTTA IN THE FIVE MONTHS OF 
APRIL TO AUGUST 1914. 

TRADE FLUCTUATIONS. 

The following statistical tables are intended to show the trade of 
Oalcatta in selected articles during the months of April to August 1914 by all 
routes, i.e., by rail, road, river, canal and sea. Tlie statistics have been 
compiled from returns furnished by the Collect(»r of Customs, Calcutta, 
Railway Audit Oflices, Steamer Companies, the Commissioners for the Port 
of Calcutta, the District Magistrates of the 24-Parganas and Howrah, and the 
Assistant Engineer, Calcutta Canals. 

As was to be expected, the total imports of food-grains into Calcutta in 
the five months of April to August 1914 show a consideiiibhi tlecreasc over 
corresponding period of 1913 and 1912. The total imports of rice, wheat, 
wheat-flour, gram and pulse and other food-gnuns were 14,(X)(),0(M1 maunds, 
as.against 16,000,000 maunds and 24,(X)0,000 maunds in the corresponding 
period of 1913 and 1912. Although trade in food-grains generally declined, 
trade in rice and wheat-flour showed an increase of 3,0(X),000 and 2,(KX),000 
maunds, I'espectively, in the live months of 1914. The imports of husked rice 
and paddy wore 9,368,000 maunds, as agaijist 6,539,IXX) maunds and 9,584,000 
maunds in the coi’respouding period of 1913 and 1912. The 24-Pargauas 
supplied Calcutta with a little less than half of the total imjjorts of rice from 
Bengal into Calcutta. It will also be observed that the imports of rice and 
paddy into Calcutta from distxdcts of Bengjil was 3,(XX),000 maunds jis 
compared with 3,000,000 maunds from Burma. The total imports of wheat 
declined from .4,487,000 maunds in the five months of 1913 to 2,307,0(X) maunds 
in the same period of 1914.' • 

There were also decreases in the imports of Indian cotton piece-goods, 
indigo, jute, rape and mustard, raw silk, sugar (I’efined and unrefined) and 
unmanufactured tobacco while the imports of coal and <!oke, raw <!otton, 
cotton -twist and yarn, gunny-bags, lac, linseed, tea and manufactured tobacco 
were imixorted into Calcutta in somewhat larger quantities. Of the 
Rs. 73,00,000 of Indian cotton piece-goods imported into Calcutta, Rs, 49,00,000 
came from Bombay, Rs. 11,00,000 from the district of Hooghly and 
Rs. 4,00,000 from the Central Proviiujes and Berar. About Rs. 28,00,(X)0 wtxrth 
of piece-good.s were imported by the Bengal-Nagjuir Railway and about the 
same amount, by the Eastern Bengal State Railway; whereas tlie imports 
by the East Indian Railway were a little o^er Rs. 4,00,000. 

Among the articles of import into Calcutta, jute, owing to war conditions, 
shows a very serious fall—an import of only 697,000 bales compared with 
1,268,000 and 1,319,000 bales in 1913 and 1912. Jute was imported chiefiy 
from Dacca (140,000 bales) followed by Faridpur with 12.5,(XK) bales, 
Mymensingh with 94,000 bales, and 24-Pargana8 and Rangpur each with 
about 59,0Ci0 bales. Nearly 89,C)00,000 gunny-bags were imported almost 
entirely from the districts of Hooghly and the 2’4-Pargana8. The exports 
of the number of gunny-bags were .361,000,000, of which .326,0(X),000 went to 
foreign countries other than the United Kingdom, 15,0lX),(XK) to the United 
Kin^om, 11,(X)0,000 to Burma and over 3,fXX),000 oacli to Bombay and Sind, 

Since the outbreak of hostilities there has been a considemble decline in 
the exports of food-grains by sea. In the five months of AprU to August 1912, 
the exports of rice amouned to 8,142,000 maunds, wheat to 2,9377PKX) maunds, 
gram and pulse 3,232,(XX) maunds and other food-grains 3,738,fXXJ maunds. 
In the corresponding period of 1914 the exports were: Rice 2,531,000 
maunds, wheat 73,000 maunds, gram and pulse 741,000 maunds and other 
food-grtiins 69,000 maunds. In other wo^s, for the live months of 1914 
the total expoi:t8 of food-grains were 3,622,000 maunds, as against 9,423,(XX) 
and 18,296,000 maunds in 1913 and 1912.

CHAPTER 1.—Gknkbal. • 

1. Except where otherwise provided for by law or by (hose rules, all 
proceeding,s and onlers of Revenue-olllcers. passed in tint di.scharge of any 
duty imposed upon them by or under (he Bengal 'renancy A(U., IKS,') 
{hereinafter referred (o in these rules as "tlu' Act"), shall lie subject 
to the supervision and control of the Local Goveriinn'iit ; and the 
proceedings and orders of each Revenue-ollicer under I he A(d shall be sub¬ 
ject to tin' su])ervision and control of the Revenue-olliccrs to whom he jiiay 
be declared by the Local Government to Ix'. for the' ])urpos<*s of the Act. 
subordinate 

The Collector and the Commissioner, in whose jurisdiction operations 
under these rules are in progress, shall be (Mititied to inform themselves of 
the nature and progress of such operations. 

2. Where no other nnHie of service of notice is prcscrilKHl by the

(9) A Revenue-officer who has been appointed with the additional 
deKig;natloii of “ Settlement Officer ” may, at any time l^efore the publication 
of the jQnal record, direct that any portion of fhe proceedings in respect of 
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thulandH of any local ^ra», e«f(atc or teoft]^ or paft thoreol, 8h#l| oanpelied 
and that the ftroceedlngs shall be carried out w novo from such sta^e as he 
may direct. ’ ...* 

(3) When an order has been made nnder section 10» directing that all or 
any of the particalars specified in section Kisj shall be ascertained and 
recorded with respect to any estate or tenure or f»rt thereof, the Hevenue- 
officer shall proceed in accoi’dance with the following rules (in this Part and 
iu Part III of this Chapter), so far as they may be appiical^le. 

51. Traverse Survey .—The cadastral survey of the notified area shall 
be bused upon a traverse survey, and such ti-averse shall ordinarily be 
carrie<l out by theodolite observations. If possible, the traverse survey 
shall be connected witit one or more points which have been fixed by 
previous surveys. 

62. Cadastral Survey .—(?) In the course of proceedings under section 
101 of the Act, a large-scale map showing nauls, rivers, railways and othejr 
physical features of the country, as well us homesteiids and other fields. 
Shall 1 ms prepared.for each village contemplated by section 116A of tiie Act as 
the unit of survey and record. 

(2) When the area contained within the external boundaries of the 
village maps of the previous survey contemplated by section IISA is 
unsuitable as the unit of survey and record, or, if there has beeli no such 
previous survey, the Settlement Oflicer shall, after ascertaining, as far as 
possible, the opinions of the land lords and tenants concerned, submit his 
proposals for the determination of the area to be adopted as the unit pf 
record and survey to the Board of Revenue through the controlling officers 
to whom he is shbordinate. That unit shall, if sarrctioired by the Board 
of Revenue, be adopteil in framing the record-of-rights, but shall not be 
deemed to constitute a village within the meaning of the Act uirtil a notifi¬ 
cation has been issued under sectiont^ (10) (6). The Board of Revenue shall 
submit a copy of its order iir each case to the Local Q-overnmont for the 
issrre of tlie notification. 

•53. Erection of tJoundary Marks .—Boundary marks of a permanent 
nutnre shall ordinarily be erected at every point where the boundaries pf 
three villages meet, ami may also bcj erected at any other points where this 
is necessary, in the opiirioir of the Revcrrue-officer, for the definition of any 
boundary. 

51. Preliminary Jtecordrwritiny .—At this and tire two following 
stirges the draft record shall be prepared. The druft recoj-ci shall consist of 
statements of rights which are hereinafter styled the khalians. There shall 
ordinarily be a separate khatian for each person interesteri, or each group 
pf persons jointly interested, in the land, whether as proprietor, tennis- 
holder, raiyat, undeivitiiyat or occupant, and each khatian shall show the 
rights and liabilities of each person or group of persons according to the 
particular: which have been specified in the notification under section 101. 
At this stage ail such particulars shall find entry, with the exception 
that no entry shall be made as to the revenue, rent or cesp, the class to 
which the tenant belongs, or the special conditions and incidents of the 
tenancy. At this stage there shall also be prepaisd a field-index or khasra 
arranged according to the serial numbers of the fields in the villt^^e. This 
field-index shall not form part of the draft record. Disputes regarding the 
ownership of land, or the ownership of any intei'est in land, shall be decided 
by a Revenue-officer or a kunungo in a siim^fj manner and on the basis 
of actual possession. ^ 

56. Local ExplanatiOti .—When the arcas,^. of the fields have been 
extracted and entered in the preliminary record, a copy of each khatian 
shall be made over by' a Revenue-officer or a kannngo to* the person or body 
of joint persons in whoso names the khatian has been opened, or to their 
represtmtutives. Each kltatian shall then be examined on thp ground, with 
reference to the village map, by a Revenue-officer or a knnivigo, and shall be 
explained to the person or peraons concerned, or their representatives, if 
present. The Reveime-offlcei* or kanungo shall make such corrections as 
are necessary iu the rrrup, in the draft record, and in the copies of the 
khatians which have been distributed, if they, can be produced for this 
purpose. At this stage entries of the rent which is payable accondjlug to 
the statement of the landlord and according to the statement of ths tenant 
shall be made in the draft khatians of the tenants atrd in such copies as 
are prpdvced; but the other particulars which were omitted at the pf 

preuminary recordowiritiog shall be deferred until the stage of atteel^ttoii. 
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66. ^tiMktiion.-r-Thi9 sttige of the operations shall be taiceu op after 
(thh Ihnuiloivle ood teaaiita have been allowed a luimcieut interval to atudj^ 
tbeir copies of the khatians. The attestation of each village ahall be tsjcen 
ap wt a convenient place in or near the village. Before utiestatloh begins, 
H fwodamation shail be pablislied in the village (dving due notice to the 
landlords and tenants and calling on tUeut to appear before the Keveniiar 
officer on the date fixed, bringing with them their coxnos of the khatiana. 
As each person appeal’s before him the Revenue-officer shall examine his 
ktuttini}. I’eafl oat all the important entries, make corivctions where rt>qnii’ed, 
and see that the khatian is complete in all particulars. Disjmtes rcigardiiig 
the ovvnership of laud, or the ownersliip of any interest in land, shall be 
decked by tlie Revenue-officer in a summary maimer and on the basis of 
actual possession. In the khatian of each proprietor or group of proprietors 
he shall enter w’itb his own hand the revenue payable to (loveriiment. In 
the khatian of each tenant or group of tenants hc*slmll enter witli his own 
haml the class to which the tenant or group of tenants belongs, the s[a)oial 
conditions and incidents (if any) of the tenancy and the rent lawfully 
payable or deliverable to each landlord or group of landlonis. In the 
khatian of eabh cultivating raiyut jis defined in the Cess Act, the Revenue- 
officer shall, and in the kh itian of each tenure-holder as defined tliorein, the i 
Reyemie-bflicer shall, as far as possible, record tlu cess lawfully payable 
to eacli landlord or group of landlonis. The Revenue-officer shall then 
sign and. date the office copy of the khatian. and if the copy of the khatian, 
wnich was given to the person or persons concerneil, is proiluced, the 
Reyenue-officer shall see that it corresponds with the offici,* copy as attested. 
When the Revenue-officer has coinjileted the attestation off all the khatiana 
of a village, he shall draw up a formal proceeding to this effect. 

57. Public dion of tlw Draft Record .—The Kevemio-officer shall 
publish the draft I’econl-of-i’iglits by placing it for public inspection, fn^e 
of charge, during a period of not less than one month, at such convenient 
place as he may determine. A proclaiuatiou shall previously be published 
in each village, informing the landlords and tenants of the place at which 
the draft i-ecord of that village will be open to puliiic inspection, tlie iieriod 
during which it will be open to such inspection, and the last date on 
which objections may be filed. Notwithstanding anything contaim^d in the 
proclamation, the Revenue-officer may extend the period daring which tbe 
draft record will be open to inspection and during which objections may 
be filed. 

58. Objections under section t03A. —(i) Blank forms of objection shall 
be supplied free of charge and objections shall, as far as iimctimble, be made 
on such forms. Along with the original objection, the objdetor shall file a 
copy or copies for service on all other persons w’lio, in the opinion of the 
Revenue-officer, are materially interested in tlie case, Tlie Revenue-officer 
shall issue notices informing the objector and ail otlicr persons so interested 
df the date and place fixed for the hearing of the objection, and with each 
notice to a person other than the objector he slmli forwartl a copy of the 
objection. Objections regarding the ownerahip of land, or the ownership 
of any interest in land, shall be decided by tbe Revenue-officer on the basis 
of actual posses-sion. IMio record shall contain the names of the witnesses 
examined and an abstract of the reasons for the decision. When a Rovenue- 
nffieer directs that a change sliaii be made in the rent recorded as payable 
by any tenant he shall direct that a corresponding ciiunge shall be made in 
the cess, if any, recorded ^ payable by such teiiuut. Objections shall not be 
disposed of in the absence 5f any of the parties materially interested, or their 
reptresentatives, an less the Revenue-officer lie satisfied, for reasons to 
be recorded in writing, that the notice was duly serveii ^ the ^rson 
concern^. 

(2) Whenever the Revenue-officer has been unable, liefore the publication 
,of the draft record, to enter the cess payable ny all or,any of the tenure- 
holders in any local area, and whenever, owing to a revaluation duly made 
aftor the publication of the draft record, there have been changes in tbe cess 
.lawfully payable by all or any of tbe tenure-holders in such local area, the 
Oollector may, at any time before the final publication of the record, make an 
objection to the omissions or entries in question, and the Revenue-officer 
shall thereupon proceed, notwithstanding anything contained in sub-rule (1) 
of this rale, to consider.the objection, and, if necessary, to make in tbe draft 
record of such local area entries or revis^ entries of the cess which is then 
lawfully payable by each tenure-holder concerned: 
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Provided that no such entry or revised entry idiall be made unless the 
tenure-holder haa been previously informedw^f the proposed entry and haa 
been given an opportunity of Objecting ther^. 

59. Preparation of a aettlement r«n#-ro//.-—Where land revenue ia 
treing, or is about to be, settled, the Revenue-olhcer shall prepare a rent-roll 
for each village, in accordance with the following procedure :— 

(i) Before pieparing the rent-roll the Bevenue-officer shall issue a 
proclatuation informing the landlords and tenants of the time 
and place at which the prepamtion of the rent-roll will begin- 
If any tenant be absent, the Revenue-officer shall make no 
entry in tlie rent-roll which would have the effect of altering 
the rent of that tenant until a special notice has been duly 
served on that tenant. 

When the Revenue-officer is preparing the settlement rent-roll on 
the basis of a table of rates, he siiall consult the landlord and 
tenants of .the village regarding their own classification of the 
lands tliereiu and regarding the relative capability of each class 
of land, according to that cinssificatiou. When specifying in the 
table of rates tlie rate of rent which is fairly and equitably pay¬ 
able in Inspect of each class of land, the Revenue-officer ^edl 
specify and imve legartl to the rate of rent which is now being 
paid in respect of eacli class of land, and shall also have regard to 
the stalemcuts of liie landlords and tenants us to the classification 
and relative caijabllity of lands. Before settling any rent upon 
tiie ajjplication of tlic table of rates, the Revenue-officer .shall 
consider the circumstances of the tenant and shall compare the 
totiil rent whicli he is now paying with the rent which lie would 
pay according to the table pt rates. He shall also consider 
whether the land held by the tenant is good or bad land of its 
class. 

(iii) When detenuiniug tin* final entries to be made in tlie rent-roll, 

the Revenue-officer shall i-ead out, or cause to be read out in his 
presence, the principal entries relating to the holding and rent of 
each tenant whose rent is lo be settled, and shall enter in the 
rent-roll with his own hand the fair rent settled for each such 
tenant. 

(iv) The Revenue-officer sliull enter in the settlement rent-roll the 

cess wiiich is paj^ablc by eacli tenant to his landhml after the 
determination of the fair rent. 

(f) The publication of the draft table of rates, if any, and of the draft 
ilBttlement rent-roll shall be carried out in the manner and for 
tlie iieriod ))reBcribed in the case of the publication of the draft 
recoid-of-rights. 

(vi) Objections under section 104B(5) or under section 104E of the Act 
shall oixiinarily be disposed of by the Revenue-officer, in or near 
tlie vilhige in which the land is situated. The Revenue-officer 
shall record his letisous for each order on an objection. Appeals 
will lie against these oiders to the supeiior Revenue authority 
mentioned in rule 48. • 

60. Preparation of the Final Record .—When all objections under section 
108A of the Act have been disposed of, and wbeti4)he settlement rent-roll, if 
any, has been prepared, sanetioned and incorporated with the record, and. 
when the draft record has been corrected in accordanee with the original and 
appellate orders on all objections, the Revenue-officer shall proceed to frame 
the final record. The final reconl shall be prepared in conformity with the 
draft I'ecord corrected as above, and shall consist of a series o{ khatiam 
prepared on forms which are genei-ally similar to the forms used for the 
kliatians of the draft record. The kfiasra shall not form part of the final 
record. The final i'ecord shall be printed or prepared in manuscript, accord¬ 
ing as the Local Government may, by general or special order, determine. 

61. Publication of the Final Record .—The Revenue-officer shall publish 
the final record-of-rights by placing it for public inspection free of charge, 
during a period of not less than one month, at such convenient place as lie 
may determine. A proclamation shall pi-evionsly be published iu; e^h 
village, informing the landlords and tenants of the place at which the 
reoora 01 that village will be open to public inspection And the pi^Hhd 
during which it will be open to such inspection. 





62. Distribution of printed maps and of copies of the Final Record .— 
The maps which have been prepared under rule 52 (2) may be printed under 
tlie authority of the Local Govemraent, and may he distributed to public 
ofllcers, to landlortis and tenants and to others, id such manner as the Local 
Government may, from time to time, by general or special order, direct. 
Copies of the final recoid-of-rights, or of portions thereof, shall l>e printed or 
prepared in manuscript and shall, after certiflcation under section 76 of the 
»Indian Evidence Act, be distributed to public oflicors, to landlords and 
tenants and to otJiers, in such manner as the Local Government may, from 
time to time, by geneiiil or special onlei’, direct. The j)rinted imips and the 
copies of the reconl or of portions thereof, which are distributed under thiS 
rule to pei'sous other tlian public ollicers shall be distribnUd free or on pay¬ 
ment, according as, in the case of each local ansa, t he Lo(!al Government 
may direct. When payment is required the sums so received shall onli- 
narily be sidjnstetl against the expejiscs incurred on account of survey and 
settlement, should the accoutit of those e.xpenses still be open. 


PAKT III. 

rBocRDUiiE After FiNAii Pubijcation. 

SettleAmnt of fair rents under Sections I0> mid 105 A. 

63. (2) When the landlord or tenant apj)lieH for the settlement of a fair 
rent, he shall be considered as plaintiff and the opposite party as defendant. 
The in'oceedings shall be dealt with as suits and, subject to the directions 
contained in this rule, the Revenue-officer shall adopt, as far as it is 
applicable, the procedure laid down in the Code of Civil Procedure for the 
trial of .suits. 

(2) When the estate or tetmre is managed l)y the Court of Wards or 
by a manager appointed by the District .Tiulge under section 95 of the Act 
and a settlement of revenue is not being or is not about to be made, the 
procedure laid down in this rule for recording and settling rents shall be 
followed, the manager of the estate or the tenure bedng regarded as the 
1011(1101X1. 

(3) When a landlord or tenant applies for the settlement of fair rent 
notice shall be served on evgry person interested in the apiilication, together 
with a copy of the application, or e.xtract therefrom, or summary thei'eof, 
so far as the application concerns such pen-sons. 

(4) With the consent of the Revenue-officer, any number of tenants 
occupying land under the same landlord in the same village may make a 
joint application for the settlement of f-eni, or nuiy be joined us defendants 
in the same proceedings on a similar application by the landlord : 

Provided that, if at any time it appears to the Revcmue-officer that the 
question between any two of the parties, of whom one is so joined with 
others, cannot conveniently be so jointly tried, he may order a sepai-ate 
trial to be held of that question, or he may pass such order, in accordance 
with the Code of Civil Procedure, for the joint or separate disposal of the 
application, as he may thiiik lit. 

(5) On the date fl.xed for the settlement of fair rtmts, or any subsecpient 
date i,o which the proceedings may be adjourned, the Revenue-officer shall 
read alpud, or cause, to be read aloud in his presence, the name of each tenant 
whose rent has to be settled, the area of his tenancy, and the qjjysting rent, 
and shall then proceed to settle a fair rent under the provisions of section 
105 of the Act. 

(ff) When a landlord or tenant does not attend, after due service of 
notice has been proved, the procedure may be ex parte. 

• (7) Where a landlord or a tenant appears and the fair h?nt is not settled 

under sub-section (5) or sub-section (6j of section R)5 of the Act, that is, 
by the acceptance by the parties of a rent proposed by the Revenue-officer, 
or by compromise, the Revenue-officer shall record evidence in the manner 
prescribed in clause (f) of section 148 of the Act for the trial of rent suits, 
and shall settle a fair and equitable rent aocording to law ; 



Provided that in i«t|K>rtaiit oaees the ReveHue-oflicer may. iiL,liis 
r/iscretion, record evidence Bt length. 

(8) Wh«!i a fair rent has been settled under these rules, it shall be entered 
In the hhatian as the rent payable in resiwct of the tenancy from the 
date prescribed by section 110 of the Act. 

(9) It shall not be necessary for a Revenue-officer to dratv up a 
sepamte decree with regard to the fair rent settled ; but the entry made 
in his decision or schedule attached thereto with regard to the fair rent 
settled shall be lield to be a decree. 

(10) A j)roceoding niider section 105A of the Act shall be considered as 
part of the proceeding under section 105 in which tlie issue aro.se, and 
tlie record of a ]>r(»c(*i‘ding luider section 105A shall 'be considered ns 
part of tli<^ i-ecoi-d of the proceeding under section 105. In trying and 
deciding issues under section 105A, the Revenue-oflicer shall record evidence 
in the manner [)rpscribed in sub-rule (7) of this rule. 

(ii. Suit.'i under section 106 .—Proceedings under section 10(5 of the 
Act shall be dealt with in all respects as suits between the parties. 

(5.5. The rules issued by the Local Government under Ortler XXVI, 
rule 1), of the Civil Procedure Code, 1908, shall not apply to proceedings in 
the Court of a Revenue-officer under section 105, I0.5A or 10(5 of the Act. 


(iti. Api>lications under section 108A of the Act for the correcti(»n of 
bund fide mistakes must be dealt pdth by a Revejiue-otticer specially 
empowered by the Local Government. If they are presented to a Revenue- 
officer not specially empowered under that section, lie shall receive them 
and forward them with his report to the Revenue-officer so empowered. 
The Court-fee payable on every such application is eight annas. 


CHAPTER VII.— General Scale of Pees. 


67. Service of N'otices .—(/) For the 8ervice»of every notice under this 
Act, not being a notice issued by any Revenue or Civil Court [fees for 
serving which are regulated by the Court-fees Act.

Draft Notification. 

No. MaHne.—’In exercise of the powers coufori’ed by section 5 of the 
Indian Explosives Act, 1884, and with the previous sanction of the Governor- 
General in Council, the Governor in Council of the Presidency of B’ort 
.William in Bengal is pleased to maj^o the following revised rules to regulate 
the transport and importation of explosives, other than those mentioned in 
section 14 of the Act, in the Port of Calcutta, in supersession of the rules 
previously made. 

These rules are supplementary to the revised rules relating to the' 
transport and importation of explosives made by the Governor-General in 
Council and published under Government of India, Commerce and Industry 
Department Notification No. 4013-33, dated the 6th June 1914. 

Eulee to regulate the transport and importation of explosives in the Port 

of Calcutta. . 

[The additions and alterations proposed to be mode are shown in 
italics.] 

N.B .—“ Explosive,” as defined in section 4, Act IV of 1884, and as used 
in these rules— 

(а) means gunpowder, nitro-glycerine, dynamite, gun-cotton, blasting 

powders, fulminate of mercury or of other metals, coloured fires, 
and every other substance, whether similar to those above 
mentioned or not, used or manufactured with a view to produce 
a practical effect by explosion or a pyrot(*chnic effect; and 

(б) includes fog-signals, fireworks, fuzes, rockets, percussion caps, 

‘detonators, cartridges, ammunition of all descriptions and every 
adaptation or prep-aration of an explosive as above defined. 
It also Includes any dangerous substance which may have been 
ordered by the Governor-General in Council, under section 17 
of the Indian Explosives Act, 1884, to be deemed an explosiv(!. 

1. Except as is hereinafter provided for, no vessel shall have on board, 
within the limits of the port, any explosives, as defined in section 4, Act 
IV of 1884, except two storm Or danger signals, six smaller lights of the 
same description, 24 blue lights, 24 rockets, or 24 socket with 

friction tubes, 24 detonating signals with friction tubes, or in lieu^hereof 
24 one-pound charges of gunpowder for use in a gun Urjether with a small 
box of frictim tubes and a flask of priming powder, 24 private signals of 
any Company, and 12 red lights for each boat and life raft carried under the 
statutory rules for life-saving appliances (made by the Board of Trade 
under section 427 of the Merchant Shipping Act, 1814), and a reasonable 
quantity of safety cartridges for the equipment of the vessel or foi; the 
personal use of the officers on board the ship, provided that the quantities 
held by them are declared in the prescribed Customs Forms A and B 
respectively, or, in the case of foreign vessel, in the Stores List of such 
vessel. Detonators and their friction tubes to be stored separately. All 
explosives which vessels are by this rule permitted to keep on boanl in 
port shall be stored in all cases in separate,, detsiched and completely 
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enclosed magazines for each descriptfCA <jtf slgtinls. The piagazines should 
be kept in a house on deck and stowed or ranged as far apart as possible, so 
that in the event of lift they can be removed or thrown overboard. 

2. All inward-bound vessels carrying explosives in excess of the 
quantity i)re8crit)ed by rule 1, are prohibited from proceeding Above Utidge- 
Budge, and the Master of any vessel lying within the port, which shall have 
on board any explosives in contravention of these rules, shaU*be liable to a 
fine which may extend to the sum mentioned in clause (a) or clause (h), as 
the case may 1)e, of the proviso to section 5 of the Indian Explosives Act, 
1884. 

3. Explosives of classes 1, 6 and 7, as laid down in the rules issued 
under Government of India, Commerce and Industry Department Notifica¬ 
tion No. 4013 — 33, dated the 6th June 1914, that is to say, gunpowder, 
ammunition and fireworks in excess of the quantity prescribed in rules 1 and 
2, shall be lauded'and deposited in the magazine at Moyapore. 

4. For the convenience of vesselshaving ship’s gunpowder,ammum'fton 
and fireworks on board, a properly constracted powder-boat will be always 
in attendance off the magtizine for landing and shipping these explosives. 
No cliarge will be made for the use of the boat for landing ship’s explosives, 
but the responsibility of the keeper in respect of the ship’s explosives shall 
not commence until they are landed on the bank, and shall cease as soon as 
they are shipped on board. the boat. Every precaution will be taken to 
insure the safety of the explosives while wi the boat, but the landing and 
shipping shall be at the risk of the vessel. 

• 5. Vessels bringing consignments of trade explosives shall bo allowed 
the use of the magazine boat; butinhould passing vessels require the use of 
the boat to put out or take in sliip’s explosives, such vessels shall be accom¬ 
modated before the boat can be used to discharge explosives brought as 
cargo. The landing of trade explosives, whether the station boats or private 
boats are employed, shall be at the risk and expense of the consignees of the 
explosives, and no-liability sknll be accepted for damage sustain^ while ia 
course of landing or until the consignments are stored in the magazine. 

6. Explosives specified in the first division, class 6 of the rules 
published under Government of India, Commerce and Industry Department 
Notification JSo. ^13—33, dated the 6th June 1914, viz., safety cartifidges, 
safety fuzes for blasting, railway fog-signals, and percussion caps brought as 
part of a general cargo and which have been placed on board the Vessels 
while lying in dock at ports of shipment, may be brought into port and 
lauded at the docks or jetties in accordance With the regulations prescribed 
in that behalf in the Port Commissioners* bye-laws. 

The term “ safely fuze ” means a fuze for blasting which burns and 
does not explode, and which does not contain its oWn means of ignition, 
and which is of such strength and construction, and contains an explosive 
in such quantitjsr, that the burning of such fuze will not Communicate 
laterally with other like fuzes. 

The expression “ safety cartridges ” means cartridges for small-arms of 
which the case can be extracted from the small-arm after firing, and which 
are so closed as to prevent any explosion in one cartridge being communi¬ 
cated to other cartridges. The term also^iuclndes rifle-calibre machine-gun 
cartridges if they ar^ of the above desd^iption, whether they atW foil use 
with machine-gnus having chambers identical^mth those of rifles' or With 
machine-guns which have special chambers. 

The maximum diameter at which a small-arm or machine-gnn cartridge 
can be accepted as “ safety ” is one inch. 

7. In order to-avoid unnecessary detention. Masters of vessels requiring 
the use of the powder-boat shhll hoist a flag at the fore-topmast head on 
coming in sight of the magazine, as a signal to the keeper to have the boat 
and coolies in attendance. 

8. Masters of vessels shall mark the names of their respective vessels 
on the barrals and packages of ship’s explosives previously to their being 
landed; if not marked, they shall not be received by the magazine boat. 

'9. Explosives shall not be landed within the port or at Moyspoee or 
Diamond Harbour at any time when artificial lights are required to be- used;’ 
and no explosives shall be landed, received into, or delivered frein, lbhe« 
magazine when ariifikdal lights are required to be used. , ■ 
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ilO. The magazine-keepei^ ahall give to the Mat»cer of any vessel landing 
^^ ffp losives at the magazine a leceipt for the number of packages, and the 
ip.^zine>keeper sbail be accountable to such Master for the re-delivery, of 
packages. 

11. Betore entering the limits of the port, the Master of every vesaet 
having explosives on board shall maka and sign a declaration in writing 
tlmt to his knowledge and belief there is not on board any explosive 
exceeding the quantity prescribed in these mies. 

12. A clerk shall be always in attendance in the powder-boat, and shall 
receive from the Master the declaration specified in the foregoing rule. 

13. If any vessel shall be prevented, by stress of weather or by being 
in distress, from landing or depositing such explosives in excess of the 
quantity allowed as aforesaid, such vessel may be permitted to come up to 
we lower limits of the port, but shall not proceed above Matteabrooj Gb&t, 
and the Master of such vessel ahall forthwith give notice to the Harbonr 
Master of his having sucli explosives on board, and shall obey the Harbour 
Master’s directions relating to the same. 

14. Masters of vessels, outward bound, who may require ship’s explosives 
^ot their, outward voyage, shall Hot take such explosives on board in any part 

of the river above Budge-Budge, with the exception of a quantity not exceed¬ 
ing that named and sanctioned in rule 1. 

1.5. Masters of ve.ssels who have deposited ship’s explosives at the 
magazine shall inform the Harbour Master of the date on which tlte vessel 
will pass the magazine outward l)ound, and on receipt of this information, 
orders shall be forwarded to the keeper to place the in the boat, 

and send it off in such time us t.o avoid any detention of tlie outward-bound 
vessel. Before taking the explosives on board, the receipt granted by the 
magazine-keeper shall be given up 

IG. Boats shall be permitted to take on board at the Moyapore Magazine 
and bring a:s far as Prmsep's Ghflt, under cover of passes to granted by 
the Oommissioner of Police and the Port Gommissioners, 5()ibs. of trade, 
gujxpowder, the jxroperty of dealers and consignees. 

17. Delivery of trade powder into Ixoats at the Moyapore Magazine for 
conveyance to Calcutta shall only bo granted upon* orders issued by the 
Port Commissioners. 

18. No boat containing powder, under the provisions of rules IG and 
17, shall be allowed to proceed above Prinsep's Ghftt. All such powder shall 
be landed at Prinsep's Gh4t, and no powder shall be landed at any other 
ghftt, except with the special permission of the Port Commissioners. 

19. No smoking, and no fire or light of any description, except the red 
lamps between sunset and sunrise, ahall be permitted on board of any boat 
having explosives on board. 

20. Musters of vessels having on board explosives belonging to the 
following classes, as laid down in the rules prescribed in the notification of 
the Gof^ernment of India, Commerce and Industry Department N’o. 4013 — 33, 
dAtid the 9th June 1914, shall make their own arrangements for the discharge 
of the explosives:— 

ClasB 2.—Nitrate mixture. Class 4.—Chlorate mixture. 

,4 3.—Nitro compound. „ 5.—Fulminate. 

21. ' Explosives of the classes specified in the foregoing rule shall not be 
landed at the Moyapore Magazine. They shall only be allowed to enter 
and pass through the port under the supervision of the Port Police and 
subject to such restrictions as may, from time to time, be ordered by the 
Commissioner of Police and the Port Commissioners, in additiqn to the 
restrictions laid down in the rules promulgated by the Government or India, 
Commerce and Industry Departnxent Notification Ko. 4013—33, dat$d the 
fflfih June 1914.

GlWrBCtor of tbo tOBSOn. —Cotton is cultivated only in tlio districts of 
Bankura, Midnapore, the Chittagong Hill Tracts and in the State of Hill 
Tippera. The weather conditions of the early variety were very favourable 
especially in the most important' district of the Chittagong Hill Tracts. A 
gc^ crop has been reaped this year. Late cotton is grown in Bankura and 
Midnapore. The condition of the crop is reported to be fairly goc^aodar. 

GrOO BOWB.— The total area sown with the early crop is estimated at 
89,4i)0 acres, against 84,873 acres of last year (now revised) and against the 
unrevised estimate of 49,098 acres reported at the corresponding period of 
last year. The area sown with late cotton is reported to be 1,900 acres 
against the same arc^a reported last year. 

Outtvril.— The estimated outturn of early cotton works out to 38,821 
bales, against 23,000 bales last year (now revised) and against the unrevised 
estimate of 19,065 bales reported at the corresponding period of last year. 
The outturn of late cotton amounted to 1,158 bales against the same estimate 
reported last year.

Character jlf the seasail. —In April and May the ratniall wan in excess 
of the normal; but the season was generally favourable for the seed-beds 
and the sowing of broadcasted paddy. The weather in June was exceedingly 
dry and this affected the growth of the young plants to some extent. Their 
pondition was, however, improved by timely rainfall in July. In some dis¬ 
tricts, especially thoew? in the Rajshahi Division, the rainfall was defective 
durii%, the latter part of the month, and transplantation was a little late in 
consequence. The rainfall in August and September, though still in defect 
in ^ most of the districts, was not unfavourable to the crop, although more 
rain would have benefited the ci’op greatly.- There was very little rainfall in 
October and the effeot of the drought had a very injurious effect on the 
paddy on high-lands ; the low-land crop also suffered to some extent. On 
the whole the character of the weather may be considered as unfavourable. 
The crop is so far reported to bo doing well only in the irrigated tracts and 
in the low-Iyin^ parts of some of the eastern districts which are subject to 
annual innundations. 

ACroa^e.—According to the figures furnished by the District Officers, 
the area sown this year is 15,074.500 acres, against 14,539,600 acres of last 
year, or an increase of 534,900 acres. The increase is chiefly due to timely 
rainfall during the early part of the season. The normaharea under the crop 
is returned as 16,316,400 acres. 

Outturn.— From the summary of the district returns appended it will be 
seen that only one district; viz., FarMpur, reports a normal crop; five 
districts, viz., Khulna, Pabna, Mymensingu, Bakarganj and Noakhali report 
a crop between 90 and 99 per cent. ; nine districts between 80 and 89 per 
cent. ; five districts between 70 and 79 per cent. ; four districts between 60 
and 69 per cent. •; two districts between 50 and 59 per cent. ; while Malda 
returns as low as 45 per cent. The low outturn in these districts is chiefly 
attributed to the drought prevailing since the latter part of September. 
According to the District Officers’ estimates the provincial outturn works out 
to 81 per cent, as compared with 92 per cent, of last year. On the basis of 
the normal yield of 12 mounds of clean grain per acre the provincial .outturn, 
as worked out from District Officers' estimates, is 107,650,400 cwts. against 
117,931,000 cwts. of last year.

In these circumstances 1 haveprotiosed 
to the King and to my colleagiu^s in the 
Cabinet, who have couciirred. to give you 
now exact instructions as to the steps 
to be taken by you if the prospect of a 
Franco-German War became more 
threatening. 

I enclose herewith a note, signed but 
not dateil, which you should read to the. 
Minister for Foreign Affairs and of 
which you should give him a copy, if , 
circumstances render such a communica¬ 
tion necessary. 

I will inform you by .telegram when 
you are to act on these instructions. 

This telegram will be despatched when 
the (ff:d«r is given for the mobilioption of 
the ^ Belgian army if, contrary to our 
earnest hope and to the apparent 
prospect of a peaceful settlement, our 
information leads us to take this extreme 
measure of precaution.

The friendly feelings of the Powers 
towards her have been so often re¬ 
affirmed , that Belgium confidently 
expects that her territory will lemain 
free from any attack, should hostilities 
break out upon her frontiers. 

All necessary steps to ensure respect 
of Belgian neutrality have ncveitheless 
been taken by the Government. THe 
Belgian ajiiiy lias been mobilised a.nd 
is taking up such strategic positions 
as have been chosen to secure the 
defence of the country and the respect 
of its neutrality. The fort.s of Antwerp 
and on the Meuse have been put in a 
state of defence. 

It is scarcely neeessary to dwell upon 
the nature of these measures. They are 
iutende<i solely to enable Belgium to 
fulfill ber iateriuitioiial obligations ; and 
it is obvi<»us that they neither have been 
nor win have been undertiikon with any 
intention of taking part in an armed 
struggle between the Powers or from 
any feeling of distrust of any of those 
Powers.

This information leaves no 
doubt us to the intention of France to 
march through Belgian territory against 
Germany. 

The German Government cannot but 
fear that Belgium, in spite of the utmost 
goodwill, will be unable, without assist- 
ancei to repel so considerable a French 
invasion with sufficient prospect of suc¬ 
cess to afford an adequate guarantee 
a^iust danger to Germany, It is essen¬ 
tial for tile self-defence of Germany that 
she should anticipate any such hostile 
attack. The German Government would, 
however, feel the deepest regret. }t 
Belgium regaixled as an act of hostility 
against herself the fact tliat the iheasures 
of Germany’s opponents force Germany, 
for her own protection, to enter Belgian 
territory. 

In oitier to exclude any possibility of

In his turn the French Minister made 
a verbal communication on August Ist to 
^he effect that ho was authorised to in¬ 
form the Belgian Government that in 
ease of an international war the French 
Government in confonnity with their 
repeated declarations, would respect 
Belgian territory, and that tliey would 
not be induced to modify their attitude 
except In the event of the violation of 
Belgian neutrality by another Power. 

I thanked his Excellency, and added 
that we hail already taken all the 
necessary precautions to ensure respect 
of our independence and our frontiers. 


On the morning of August 2nd I 
had a fresh conversation with Sir F. 
Villiers, in the course of which he told 
me that he had lost no time,in telegrapbL- 
iug our conversation of July 3lst to his 
Government, and that.he had been care¬ 
ful to quote accurately the solemn decla- 
ratioi^ -yhich he had receiveii of 
Belgium’s intention to defend, her fronr 
tiers from whichever side they might be 
invaded.

Now that 
the Belgian army has upheld the honour 
of its arms by its lieroic resistance to a 
very snpeiior force, the German Govern¬ 
ment beg the King of Ihe Belgians and 
the Belgian Government to spare Bel¬ 
gium the further horrors of war. The 
German Government are ready for any 
coinitael with Bolginra which can be re¬ 
conciled wLtli their arrangements with 
France. (See No. 70.) Germany once 
more gives her solemn assurance that 
it is not her intention to appropriate 
Belghnx territory to herself and that such 
an intention is far from her thoughts.

The incident to which the German 
Secretary of State alluded in his conver* 
satlou with Sir E, Goschen, and which he 
considered as an hostile act on the part 
of Belgium, doubtless refers to th< afmU- 
cation of the Royal decree of the loth 
Jul 3 % which provisionally prohibited thA 
export from Belgium of certain products. 
As you will see from the explanation in 
the following paragraph, the incident 
with which we are reproached has in no 
wise the character which Germany has 
wished to attribute to it. 

The Royal decrees dated the SOth July 
and published in the “ Moniteur beige ” 
the following day forbade, provisionally, 
the export, both by land and by sea, of a 
series of products, more especially of 
cereals. On the 31st July the German 
Minister at Brussels called my attentt^ 
to the fact that the A ntwerp customs were 
detaining dkrgoes of grain addressed to 
Germany, which, as tliey were merely 
transhipped ii’^our port, w.ere in reality 
only in transit. Herr von Below Sal^j^e 
reqpi'sted that the vessels carrying tjh^ 
cargoes should be allowed to dei^rt 
freely. The very day on which tlie 
German Minister’s request was.ret^ived 
the Foreign OflSce brought the matter to 
the notice of the Ministry of Finance, 
and the following day, the 2nd August, 
that Department informed us that 
instructions had been forwarded to the' 
Belgian Customs giving full elitfi)^ 
satisfaction to Germkny.

9. All thiid class carriages must be of yellow colour with the owner’s 
name and the Roman numei^l III painted on both«sides. 

Qeneral. 

10. No sickly,' blind, lame or otherwise Incapacitated horse oi* pony, and 
no horse or pony with sores or wounds, sh&ll be allowed to work or dt%W 
vehicles. 

11. All carriages shall be clean and either upholsteicd in leather or 
covered v-ith removeable washing materials, and second class carriages must 
be provided with leather slings for hand i^est. 

12. Every place where any hackney carriage, Itorse or poijy hi. k«pt 
shatl be open to inspection by the Municipal Commisdoners pnd the Regis¬ 
tering Officer at all hours of the day from sun rise to sun set. 

13. It shall be obligatory on the owner of any horse or carriage licensed 
under the Act to produpu heiote the Registering O^cqr Withlh 24 hours any 
hoi’se or vehicle required for inspection. 
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14. A list of fares shall be prepai'ed aucl printed under the authority of 
the Municipal Commissioners showing distances and fares from various 

,iipentres. A copy of this list shall be given to the owner of a hackney 
carriage with license and on demand shall be sljowu by the driver to any 
passenger asking for it. 

Driver’s qualifications. 

15. Every person applying for a driver’s license must be acquainted 
with principal places and streets and must have a ku.owledge of the rates 
and fares prescribed by the Municijjal Commissioners. 

16. No license shall be issued to any person as a driver unless he has 
been examined by the Registering Officer as to iiis capacity and fitness for 
such employment. 

17. Every driver siiall be decently clad while acting as a driver.

Mb. C. £. Mubiel held charge of the Bengal Forest Circle throughout the 
year, except for a jMriod of three months, during which he was absent on 
privilege leave and Sir Henry Farrington, Bart., officiated as Conservator. 
AU. the. DivisiouB and Divisional offices were inspected by the Conservator 
during the year. - ’ * 
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2. Changes in area and in adnimiatratPim .-—^The only^ chaiige in the 
actual areas under the different olasaeR of forest made daring the year was 
due to the notiffcation of an area of 294 acres in the Jalapahar Cantonment 
near Darjeeling as a protected forest. This measure was adopted at the 
instance of the military authorities in consequence of a decision to re-afforest 
the slopes below the cantonment, which have been ^practically denuded of 
forest growth. It will now be possible to afford pr<^ection to planted trees 
and to natural growth by the prevention of grazing and of the illicit felling of 
timber. It is also desired to regulate quarrying. 

3. Reservation and Demarcation .—In the Jalpaiguri district, an area of 
2^ square miles was under settlement during the year. An area of 220 acres, 
in reap(}ot of which no claims were preferred, has been declared reserved 
forest since the close of tluj year. Fui-ther proposals for the extension of the 
Buxa reserved forest have recently been sanctioned. 

The Governor in Council notices that the progress made in the important 
work of demarcation* in tint Cliittagong Hill Tracts is still slow. It appears 
that the operations are much inon; expensive than in the neighbouiing 
Chittagong Division, and His Kxcellency in Council would be glad if the 
Conservator would investigate the causes which hamper progress in the 
Chittagong Hill Tracts, and consider what action can be taken to remove 
them. 

-1. Working-plans .—No new working-fdans were sanctioned during the 
year. The chwiations froiti the sanctioned working-plans are sufficiently 
explained by the Ccmservator in his report. 

(Jounnumeations and hmldings .—Steady progress continues to be 
made in the improvement of communications and buildings. Twelve miles of 
cart road. 39 inih's of bridle-path and 22 miles of foot-path were constructed 
during the year. The total expenditure on communications amounted to 
Its. 42,^524 against Its. 3.'>,.')ll> in the previous year. The total expenditure 
on new buildings and repairs was Its. 31,7.5(5 and Rs. 20,297 respectively 
agaimst Its. 48,704 and Us. 17,105 in the previous year. 

(5. Froteciion .—The number of forest offences reported’ during the year 
was 2,171 against 1,572 in the preceding year. The increase is attributed 
to increasiHl activity on the pai*t of the subordinate staff’and to better super¬ 
vision, particularly in rc'gard to the iiujirovement of the recVird of undetected 
cases. The Governor in (.louucil agrees with the Conservator that technical 
or trivial offemces not likely to affect the condition of the forest pi’operty need 
not be recorded, but that a record of undetectcid forost offences which really 
injure thy forests, should be kejit as a check against iueffipiieticy: or dis¬ 
honesty on the part of the protective staL. . .. 

I'lie area in which special measures for fire protection were in force was 
460,177 acres. The season was generally favourable to ffre portection owing 
to rains during Aoril, but the area burnt over amounted to 5,764 acres 
compared with 1,643 acri^s ia thO previguis ytaov The increase is reported 
to he mainly due to malicious firing iu the Savannah forest areas in the- Baza 
Division. Measures are under consideration for increasing the fire protection 
staff’ in these areas. 

There was no change in the area open to*gi 3 »zing which includes 4,770 
square miles, l)ut of this,^,0,3^ square mile,8 consist of the unclassed forests 
in tilt! Chittagong Hill Tracts. ' The forest resei-i^es^i Chittagong have been 
for the most j)art closetl to the grazing of buffaloes, and further action to 
regulate grazing is under the coflsideration of the Conservator. Steps should 
be,taken to cpijtrol grazing in the Chittagong Hill Tracts where tlier^ ^Bis 
neeii art 'increase in illicit grazing and consequent''damage to forest growth. 
The measures adopted in Jaljiaiguri and Buxa to detect and punish iljiafe • 
grazing and to exclude cattle owned by prqfessionnl gra,ziemapp.ear,'to have 
,been effectiye. TT 

Further investigations have been made by the Idbal Forest officers and 
che, Forest Zoologist in regard to'the attacks on sal trees iii Jal^guri. sud 
Buxa by a ,beetle,' \vhich'haS'caused much damage in redent j-'earsi- Tad bddCtd 
has ueen' identiffi^ as a ndw species of the ffiihily of Plat^pbduliSs,^ and 
breeding habits and life history have been determined, -^e • • 
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migmtoryi and no efficient preventive measures Imve yet been discovered 
nnoept the Celling of the trees attackcid directly the attack is- observed, but 
observations are being actively continued. Investigations have also’been 
undertaken in regard to the <Si««dr*-boring imetle which is causing some 
damage- in the Sundarbans, and it is hoped that tlje Forest Zoolfgist will be 
vable to visit the forest early next year. 

7. Exploitation .—The oj)eration8 in connection with tlie concessions 
granted to Messrs. Burn & Co., Ld., for tlie (extraction of timber and 
bamboo from the forests in tiu' Darjeeling and .lalpaiguri districts have 
been postponed till the 1st April IhlO owing to (h'lay in the execution of 
an agreement between that firm and tlu' Sikkim State regarding a similar 
concession which it is ])ropo8(Hl to work in oomhination with that granted 
in British territory. Th(i imdiminary survey and tlu! (bearing of alignments 
for wire-ropeways \V(ire, howeviu', continm'd. No new (ioncessions were 
granted, and xio important changes in tluf existing nu'thods of exploitation 
were made during the year. 

Khedda operations were conducttiu by private individuals in the 
Kurseong, Tista, .Talpaigiu’i and Buxa forests. 'I'ln' opt^rations in the two 
latter forests under th(( license granted to His HighnesK the Maharaja t)f 
Cooeh Behar weiv successful, and riisulted in the e.aj)tur(' of oO (.dephauts. 
A new license has n'ceiitly been granted to the Maharaja for tin? Buxa, 
Jalpaigiiri and Tista foi’ests. 

8. Fintineial Femlts. —I’ln; results of tin* year’s working were satisfac¬ 

tory, The total revcmue ineroasod from Us. 15,r)l,(h’')() in 1912-1,8 to 
Rs. 16,87,169, Avhile the ex])enditure fell from Us. 6,46,1K9 to Ks. tb't.'ijOSS, 
aiul the surplus was Us. 9,92,484 against Us. 9,0.'),461 in the prei!e»ling 
year. \ . . 

9. The number of ])ersons reported t<.) have been killed l)y tigiM's in the 
Sundarbans was 81 against 70 in tlio })revioUB year, and 112 the average 
number of tlje past fiv(» years. ’J'he number of tigei's killed during the year 
Avas 31. Measures have been taken to encourage the killing of tigc^rs by 
giving greater facilitic's for the payment of i-ewards to .<}/nk(tris. 

10. Legislation .-—Notifications under sections 2 and 3 of the Wild 
Birds-and Animals Protection Act, VIII of 1912, extending the provisions of 
the Act to certain birds and animals not mentioned in th(‘ scliedule to the 
Act, and prescribing close-times for them througiiont the whole of the 
Presidency, have been issued since the close of tin' year. These notifications 
include the areas adminisiiH’ed iindef the Indian Forest Act. The pi'<3po8ed 
Bill for the eonsorvatien of the hill-sich'S and rivers in the district of 
Darjeeling is still under considerjition. 

11. The Governmeni of fiidia in thedr circular No. 1F.-81-1 dated the 
17th January 1912, have desired tliat tins orders of Local (loveriiiucnts on the 
forest repoi’ts for 191.8-14 should he aecumpauied by a brief review of the 
events and clianges of the pnseeding fivt'i yi'/irs, so as to indicat(> tlu* direction 
in which the ju’ovincial forest policy is tending. An a(!count of the njain 
features of forest working during the quinquennial period will Ix^ found in 
Chapter VI of the (Jonservator’s report. Apart from the n'constitation and 
reorganisation of the Bengal Forest Circle in (jonsequence of the t(nTit(jrial 
changes efifeeted on Isl April 1912, the pen'fxl has been markc'd by steady 
progress on existing lines . rather than by any novel di'vtJoi^moiiJs. *^lThcre 
has been no important change in the areas under the dill'erent e-lassiis of 
forest, which cover 10,683 square miles, or rather more than one-eighth of 
the total area of the Presiiiency as now constituted. Nearly lialf the forest 
arda has been finally settled and reserved and brought under working-plans. 
No working-plans have been prepared for new areas during the ])a8t five 
years, but the plans for the Darjeeling and Sundarbans forests have been 
thoroughly revised and the new plans an* a groat improvement on those 
which they superseded. Demarcation is still backward in Chittagong and 
the Chittagong Hill Tracts, but artificial boundaries extending over a length 
ol 330 square miles have been demarcated during the quinquennium. The 
forests have been successfully protected from fire, and while there has been 
somd addition to the area of protected forest in which •grazing is allowed, 
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muoh has been done to save reserved forests in Darjeeling, Jalpaigari 
and Buxa from destructive grazing by tb»^}losing of ijBsas - and by protective 
fencing. Qood progress has been made in opting out and improving the 
lines of communication, the average annual expenditure on roads, buildings 
and works during the quinquennium having been Rs. 87.853 against Rs. 47,263- 
in the provoius quinquennium. The successful results of this policy are shown 
in the steady increase in gross and net revenue. The average annual total 
receipts during the last five years have been Rs. 14,63,702 as compared with 
Rs. 11,71,960 during the period from 1904-05 to 1908-09. The average annual 
surplus has similarly risen froin Rs. 5,85,364 to Rs. 8,17,169, in spite of increased 
expenditure due to the reorganisation of the Provincial and Suboi'dinate 
forest services, which was effected in 1911, and considerably improved the 
prospects of the stah. A further increase of revenue is expected under the 
important agreements which have been made for the exploitation of the 
Northern Bengal forests by commercial agency, but actual extraction will 
not begin until 1916’ 'I'he Forest School at Kurseong was completed in 
1909-10, and the instruction there given has already effected considerable 
improvement in the efficiency of the subordinate stah. The general adminis¬ 
tration of the Department has been improved and simplified by the delega¬ 
tion of increased powei’s to the Conservator and to Divisional Forest Officers. 

12. Mr. Muriel lias held charge of the forests included in the former 
province of Bengal for more than four years, and of the remaining forests in 
the existing Presidency since the 1st April 1912. The Governor in Council 
recegnises that the successful I’esults already described are largely due to 
his capful and efficient administration of the Department. His Excellency in 
Council has noticed with pleasure the good work done by the senior Deputy 
Conservators, Sir Henry Farrington and Mr. J. W. A. Grieve, and by the other 
officers of the Department mentioned in Chapter JV of the Conservator’s 
report. - r

The Major irriSitlOB Works in Bengal are tile Midnapore and 
Hijili T’dal Canals, those works-are in operation. .The MiOOr WorkS 
for navigation are tho Calcutta and Eastern (Canals, thc' .Madaripur Bliil 
cliannel. a portion of the Orissa Coast Canal, the Nadia Rivers and the 
Gaighatta and Baxi Khal, while the only work of this class for irrigation is 
the Eden Canal. The Utterbhag Lock under construction in connection with 
tho Magra Hfi.t Drainage Scheme, is treated as a Minor Work for navigation. 
Training works on the rivers Ganges, Bhagirathi, Gorai, Dhaleswaiu and 
Buriganga are also classed under this head. 

2. The capital outlay on the Major Works up to the end of March 1914 
amounted to Rs. 1,11,08,61.5. The’works constructed for this outlay comprise 
two weirs, at Midnapore and Panchkura, and 98'75 miles of main and Ijranch 
canals, of which 69‘75 miles provide for both irrigation and navigation and 
29 miles for navigation only ; there are in addition 254^ miles of distributa¬ 
ries. During the year under review no addition was made to the length of 
either tho canals or the distributaries. 

<J. The total receipt's from the Major Works amounted to Rs. 2,46,372 
and the working expenses to Rs. 3,09,152. the net result being a deficit of 
Rs. 62,780 against a profit of Rs. 26,825 in the preceding year. This deficit 
is made up of a net revenue of Rs. 23,562 on the Midnapore Canal and of a 
loss of Rs. 86,342 on the Hijili Tidal (yunal. This loss is due both to a 
falling ofiF in traffic and to the heavy expenditure incurred on silt clearance.* 
The general revenues of these canals, which depend consider^ly upon 
receipts from navigation, have suffered of late years from railway competi¬ 
tion. 

4. 'rile area irrigated during the year was 80,179 acres as compared 
with 80,958 acres in 1912-13, and an average of 78,624 acres for the 
trienniuin ending March 1913. The demand for water was moderate and the 
irrigal^ioii efiected was satisfactory. 

5. The capital outlay on canals classed as Minor Wfrics and Naviga¬ 
tion was Rs. 2,15,832 during the year and Rs. 1,17,99,449 to tho end of the 
"year. The receipts for the year amounted to Rs. ,5,27,179 ajid tlie working 
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eipenftea to Rs. 6,99,310. The financial reaulta of the year and tlie capital 
expeiiditiirc! to date are exhibited! in the following statement:—

6. Tho Calcutta and Eastern Canals I onii a series of navigable 
channels, mostly natural hut partly artificial, by which communication ie 
inaintaini'd between Calcutta and Eastern Heugal. 'Plie receipts from 
navigation tolls amounted to Rs. 3,52,403 as coinparetl with Rs. 4,(K),833 in 
the preceding year. The decrease is partlj’ diU! to fluctuation of traffic 
capsed by the Bli,ortage of tlu^ jute crop of 1913 comiiared with that of 1912. 

7. I'he caintal exjienditure duViiiT; the year on the Madarlpore Bhll 
Chtnnal which Cfmueets tlu' Madhuiuati and Kumar rivers in the district 
of Faridpur was incurred on (1) improvement of the Lower Kumar river at 
tlie eastern ontranfce (»f the Bliil ; (2) excavation of boat docks ; and (3) 
easing ofl'ihe four hends in tim l^ower Kumar river. The, total capital outlay 
to tin; end of rh(' year amouiit('d to Hs. .■{2.2:1,535 against the sanctioned 
(\stimate of R.s. ,'{1.32.191. Tin? rec<upts and working expenses (direct and 
indirect) during the yeai were res))eotively Hs. 89,332 and Rs. 1,18,976 as 
against Rs. 1,03,093 and Rs. 93,969 in the year 1912-13. Tho decrease in 
receipts is due to the silting up of tlie western ap])roaehes in the rains which 
l)nu'<Mited steamers from using the routi^ as usual. The increase in working 
ex|)euses is oliiefly on account of heavy expenilituri^ incurred in dredging the 
Manikdah entrance and loop channels. 

8. 'Fhe work in tll6 NSfliU RlverS ccmsists in tlic training of the 
sliallow ch.anuels i)y iiandals wdth (lie object of scouring shoals and maintain¬ 
ing a sufficient dei)th of water for heat traffic, also in the interests of sanita¬ 
tion. The former object is fndy ) artially attained. 'Die work done is of use 
however, as it guards against the danger of these offshoots of the Ganges, 
which combiim and afterw'ards form the Hooghly, closing up altogether in 
the dry season, and also )>rovid('s a supply of fresh water for the towns and 
villagiis on their hanks. The receipts and working expenses were Rs. 24,828 
and Rs. 1, l(),06(), respectively, as against..# Rs. 28,984 and Rs. 1,47,7.58 
respectively in the precgjjing year. The. decrease in receipts is due to a 
faUing off in the number of steamers and flats tto account of extensions of 
railway lines on both sides of tho Bhagirathi. With the growth of railway 
lines on either bank of the Bhagirathi it is hot likely that the revenue from 
these rivers will improve to any great extent. 

9. ThB Gaigha^ and BaxI Khal, a short channel connecting the rivers 
Damodar and Rupnarain w'as maintained dui'ing the year at an annual 
cost of Rs. 298 against Rs. 8,956 in the previous jIBai'. The oolioction 
of tolls and fishing riglits w'ere leased out during the yeW at Rs. 4,025. 

10. Tha Edan Canal was originally constructed for sanitary reasons, 
but it is now used to some extent for irrigation. It was worked during the 
year at a loss of Re. 7,034 against a profit of Rs. 15,847 in the previous year. 
Ihis result was due to the limitation of the area under long lease on account 
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oftke i^noeili^ty of th« ^mijply of water; to remedy thi« a ww 8U|4^ 
channel 18 being excavated. It is proposed also to build a new sujiply sluice- 
and stop dam across the new intake. A scheme for a weir and canal fromu 
the Damodar i*iver is now under consideration. 

11. 1^19 VtttrillNIi Lsdf is being constructed on the Peali river to give- 
access to the channels constructed un^er the Magra H&t Drainage Scheme 
to boats coming from the Sundarbans and Eastern rivers. The lock is 
expected to be completed during the year 1914-15. 

12. TmIiiIbZ works were, as usual, carried out in the Buriganga andl 
Dhaleswari rivers to facilitate navigation and to improve the water-suiiply of 
the town of Dacca. Training works were also carried out on the river- 
Ganges between Digha and Damukdia. Twenty shoals were trained, of which 
5 were in Bengal, the reinainiu" 15 being in the province of Bihar and Orissa. 
To improve navigation as well as the sanitary conditions and water-supply 
<»f the town of Rampur Boalia training works wore carried out on the river 
Ganges there. As the state iif the river did not allow of dredging work, the 
middle channel of the Ganges was trained by means of bandalling. At the 
mouth of the Bhagii-athi river, at its ofi'take from tlie Ganges, dredging and 
bandalling operations wtn-e carried out during the year to improve sanitary 
conditions by an increased How in the river. The ojierations were not very 
successful owing to several adverse circumstances. No ilredging was needed 
at the entrance of the Gorai river from the Ganges. 

13. Thfl Watsrways StandinZ Commlttaa held two meetings during the 
year. 'Phe most important subject dealt with was the proposed Grand 'I’riink. 
(Janal project and as recommended by the Committee the scheme was 
submitted to the Government of India in June 1914 for the sanction of the 
Secretary of State. A revised alignment of the canal is now uudei; con¬ 
sideration. The purchase of dredging plant for tlu^ improvt.mient and main¬ 
tenance of the waterways and the levy of tolls on the Hallifax (^aua), district 
Jessore, were also di8cu8B(«d. In regard to the latter I’t has i»cen di»cided that 
tin' levy of tolls should b(» discoidinued from the let April 1914. 

14. The IiTigatiou Di^partmeut during the year was in charge of Mr. 
F. A. A. Cowley, Superintending Engineer, as Deputy Secretary to this 
Oov(n-nment up to 31st August 1913. With the creation of a second Chief 
Engineer for Irrigation the post was aliolished and the Department was then 
in charge of Rai A. P. Sarkar Bahadur from Ist Septembm- 1913 to 2nd 
January 1914, the Hon’ble Mr. H. H. Green from 3rd January to 19th March 
1914, and the Hon’ble Lieiitr'iiant-Colonel A. (b deL. Joly de Lotbiniere, k.k., 
e.H.i., C.I.K., for the remainder of the year. Rai A. P. Sarkar Bahadur lias 
since reth-ed and the thanks of Government are duo to him and to the other 
officers for the efficient conduct of the afiaii-s of the Department during the 
year. 

Okdkr.—O rdered that a copy of this Resolution be published in the 
Calcutta Gazette and that a copy thereof and of its accompaniments be sub¬ 
mitted to the Government of India in the Public Works Department and 
circulated to other Governments and to all Departments and officers of this 
Government as usual.

Character of the season* —The rainfall in February was ^nerally above 
the normal, while in March the fall was slightly in defect. The rainfall in 
April and May was tin) heavy in some parts and was not therefore entirely 
favourable to the sowings and growth of the crops. The insufficient minfall 
in June also ftdversely affected the crops, but the rainfall in July improved 
their prospects, althougli there was a cert.ain amount of injury from insect- 
pests. The crops usually recovered later in spite of the defective rainfall 
in the next two months. The season on the whole was not favourable to 
the growth of the crops. 

Acreage. —The total area sown this year with the different bhadoi crops 
is rejiorted to l)e 6,07.5,700 acres, against 6,102,900 acres of last year. Of 
this area. 4,990,200 acres are reported to be under autumn (atts) rice this 
year, against 1,992,100 acres last year. 

Outturn. —From the appendix attached to th(5 report it will be seen that 
•only Birl)hiim reports an average outturn. .lessore, Pabna, Banknra, Khulna, 
Birbhum and Malda report a crop between 90 to 99 per cent. ; Miilnapore, 
Faridpur, Bakarganj. Bacca, Murshidabad, the 24-Parganas, Nadia, liangpur 
and Ifooghly between .80 to 86 per cent.; Howrah, Darjeeling, Dinajpur, 
Rajshahi, Mymonsingh, Noakhali. Jalpaiguri, Chittagong and Tippera report 
between 65 to 75 per (jent. B.igra and the Chittagong Hill Tracts report 
a crop as low as SO"per cent., being due to want of rain at sowing time and 
to unravourable v'cather conditions afterwards. 

According to tin* hnal estimates of the District officers the outturn of 
the different bhadot crops for thi> Province as a whole works out to 78 per 
<sent., against an outturn of 74 per cent, of last year. 

Taking 79 per cent, as th(} outturn of aus paddy this year, the gross 
yield for the Province, on the basis of a normal yield of 10 maunds of clean 
grain per acre, is estimated at 28,963,500 cwts., against 27.507..500 Cwts. of 
last year, or an increase of about 5 per cent.

NOVEMBER *1914. 

I. Character of the season. —During the month under review the rain¬ 
fall was in defect of the normal in all districts of the province excepting 
in Jalpaiguri, Darjeeling and Cooch B«har. 

II. Progress of agricultural operations. —Preparation of lands for rdbi 
crops and their sowings were in i)rogre88. Harvesting of winter rice was 
also commenced. 

fll. State of standing crops. —Condition of the winter rice crop was 
generally unsatisfactory. The crop was doing well only in the low lands of 
the eastern districts and in tmets wliere irrigation was available. The 
growth of the rahi crops was also adversely ailected by the drought. 

IV. Prospects and probable outturn. —The prospects of winter rice 
were on the whole unfaVonrable. 

V. Damage to standing, crops. —Paddy on high lands was gre i tly 
damaged by continued drought. Blight damage by insect pests was also 
reported from parts of Khulna, Bakarganj, Chittagong and Midnapnre. 

VI. Ootulition of agricultural stock. —Condition of agricultural stock 
was fair. Cattle-disease was prevalent in Murshidabad, Khulna, Bard wan, 
Birbhnm, Bankura, Midnapore, Howmh, Darjeeling, Kangpur, Malda, Bakar¬ 
ganj, Chittagong and Chittagong Hill Tracts. 

VII. Failure of pasturage and fodder. —Scarcity of fodder was reported 
in parts of Midnapore only. 

VIII. Prices of food-grains. —During the second fortnight of the month 
under review, the price of common rice rose in nine districts, fell in five, 
and remained stationary^ in the rest. It varied from 6 seers 10 chitaks a 
rupee at (Toakhali to 10 seers at Burdwan. 

IX. Condition, of agricultural people. —The condition of agricultural 
people was reported to lx* fair.

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STATEMENT OF OBJECTS AND REASONS. 

Section 63 of the Calcutta Improvement Act, 1911 (Ben. Act V of 
1911), confers on the Board of Trustees constituted under that Act the power 
to prepare schemes and plans of proposed public streets in reigard to any 
urea in the neighbourhood of the Calcutta Municipality. When any such 
plan has been finally adopted by the Board, the erection, re-erection, addi¬ 
tion to, or alteration of, buildings or walls by any person within the street 
alignment shown thereon requires the previous permission of the Board, 
who are thus enabled to prevent the erection of buildings and walls which 
would, in the course of the execution of such schemes, have to be demolished, 
to the detriment of the Trust and the landowners. Within the limits of th^ 
Calcutta Municipality similar power is vested by the provisions of the 
Calcutta Municipal Act in the General Committee of the Corporation of 
Calcutta. It is now deemed expedient, first, that the power at pi-esent exer¬ 
cised by the Board of Trustees under the Calcutta Improvement Act only in 
the neighbourhood of Calcutta should be exerciseable by them within the 
limits of the Calcutta Municipality also—without, however, interfering in 
any way with the power now exercised by the General Committee under the 
Calcutta Municipal Act; secondly, that these schemes of proposed public 
streets should receive the sanction of the Local Government; and, thirdly, 
that the existing procedure antecedent to tlie grant of sucli sanction should 
be substantially elaboi-ated. 

Under the existing law the owner of the land is entitled to reasonable 
compensation for such damage only us he may sustain by reast)n of the 
Board’s refusing him permission to build or rebuild within the alignment 
of a proposed public street. It is, however, considered desirable that, 
instead of being merely entitled to such compensation, the owner of land 
falling within such street alignment should have the right to demand that 
the Board should take steps to acquire such land forthwith and; that, on 
such acquisition, h should be paid the full value of the hint!, together with 
the additional compensation of 15 per cent, which is not ordinarily payable 
within the limits of the Calcutta Mnnicipality in (U)Tiuection with acquisi¬ 
tions for the Calcutta Improvement Trust. 

Opportunity has further been taken to incorpomte iji the ametiding Bill 
u now ecjuitable principle in connection with the acquisition of laud for the 
purpose of widening existing streets. In many such cases, the land to be 
acquired is only a portion of premises abutting on a public street, and com¬ 
pensation has to be paid for it at a higher rate by reason of its forming the 
frontage of such premises. As soon, however, as this portion is acquired 
and added to the sti’eet, another road frontage of equal, if not higher, value 
is given to the unacquired portion of the premises, the value of which rises 
on this account. In accordance with the’general principle underlying the 
Calcutta Improvement Act, such increase in value should accrue to the 
public; but it cannot, as the law now stands, be taken into consideration 
in determining the amount of compensation to be awarded. This impedi¬ 
ment it is now sought to remove. 

To give effect to the above intentions, it is proposed by this Bill to 
umend section 63 of the Calcutta Improvement Act, and tin; Schedule 
appended thereto, in the manner therein appearing. 


NOTES ON CLAUSES. 

1. Clause 2 .—The first amendment in this clause wil 11^rstfe to differen¬ 
tiate a “projected public street” from a “street scheme” and to insure the 
application of section 23 (2) of the Laud Acquisition Act (I of 1894) in the 
case of land acquired by the Board under sub-section (id) of the proposed 
new section 63. The second amendment is purely consequential. 

2. Clause 3 .—This clause has been substituted for the existing section 6.S 
of the Act, and.gives effect to the main object of the BUI. The procedure to 
be followed in connection with the publication, consideration and sanction 
of plans of projected public straets has, so far as is cqnsistent with the 
object in view, been assimilated to that prescribed by the Act in the case 
of improvement schemes, while in sub-clausBb (5) and (9) care has been taken 
_to Insure that due regard is had to the buildiog and other regulations of local 
Authorities. Sub-sections (6) and (7) of the» existing section 63 are not 
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reproduced in the Bill as they have been fohnd to 1^. unnecessary. TI% 
are applicable to cases where building lines are ]^8difbed, but in the cases 
dealt with by the Trust interference is pnly. necessary when rebuilding is 
contemplated^ and this caeje is fttUy pM'Wddd idr in the pt’opoSed sub- 
Ciauses (5) and (10). No reference to building lines is required in the section 
as the Trust has no power to enforce the observance of a building line^ 
except in Its capacity as landlord. 

H. Clause 4 .—This amendment is consequential upon the proposed 
excision of the existing sub-section (7) of section 63 from the Act. 

4. Clauses 5, 6 and 7. —These amendments are purely consequential 
upon,— 

(i) the suggested amendment of section 63, and 

(ii) the proposed omission of sub-section (6) from that section. 

,5. Clause 8. —The intention of the further modifications In the Land 
Acquisition Act (1 of liJUi) proposed in the three new provisions contained in 
this clause is explained’in the Statement of Objects and Reasons above.

Seven districts returned higher percentages, ranging from 9 to 63.

“ Government have taken no action to encourage the manu¬ 
facture of either glass, matches, cotton goods or paper, but these industries 
are within the scope of Mr. Swan’s inquiiy. 

Government have taken the following action to encourage dyeing and 
tanning in this Presidency. At Sibpur Civil Engineering Cdlege there is 
a Department of Tinctorial Chemistry in charge of Mr. R. N. Sen who was 
recruited in England three years ago for the post. There is a well-equipped 
laboratory, a dye-house and dye-works. There is niom for 12 higher class 
students, and artisans have been recently admitted. But the classes are not 
full and the facilities for training appear to be ample to meet any possible 
demand arising from the future development of these industries. 

In the case of silk and sugar, the action taken by Government lias 
hitherto been directed rather to the agricultural aspect of the problem and 
the improvement of the raw material than to the encouragement of manufac¬ 
ture. A Committee which sat in 1906 found definitely that the main cause 
of the decline of the silk industry was the presence of ^brine in the cocoons, 
and the efforts of the Agricultural Department have since been devoted largely 
to the elimination of the disease. The operations are in charge of the Bengal 
Silk Committee on which the leading silk firms in the province are represented. 
The plan at first followed was to rear cocoons obtained from village rearers 
at small nurseries, but owing to the difficulty of eliminating diseased cocoons, 
the results were not satisfactoiw, and the present policy, which has been 
adopted on the advice of the Silk Committee, is to establish gradually through¬ 
out the silk districts a number of large central nurseries from which pure 
cocoons will be supplied under Government supervision tf> the village rearers. 
At the same time, the problem of improving the breccf of cocoons by careful 
selection and the introduction of new types has not been overlooked. A 
French sericultural expert who was employed by the Department in 1912-18 
made a number of experiments both with indigenous and with imfmrted^ypes, 
but had to leave India owing to ill health before he was able to establish any 
permanent results. His successor, who arrived in India last January, has 
carried on and extended his work, but has himself been called away for service 
with the French Army. Arrangements have, however, been made to carry 
on his work during his absence, and it is hoped that it will be possible during 
the coming year to arrive at some conclusion regarding the main difficulty 
of preserving imported and cross-bred varieties from deterioration owing to 
their inability to stand the climate of Bengal during the rains. 

In the case of sugarcane, a survey of local and imported varieties is being 
carried out. The demand for good cane cuttings greatly exceeds the supply, 
and the area on the Government farms under sugarcane of the best varieties 
is being extended. The Director of Agriculture is also endeavouring to 
arrange for the production of cuttings on private seed farms. Demonstra¬ 
tions are being given of the use of the iron roller cane-crushing mill, which 
is reported to have supplanted the old wooden roller mill in many parts of 
the country. Attention has also been given to the important firoblem of pro¬ 
ducing sugar direct from the juice, and the Agricultural Chemist is import¬ 
ing apparatus from America which will be tried both for d^e fialm and for 
cane luice. The improvement and extension of date palm sugar production 
are also being investigated, and.the recent rise in the price of sugar appears 
already to have given a stimulus to this industry.” •

THE PRESIDENT’S ADDRESS. 

HIS EXCELLENCY THE PRESIDENT said .— 

In accordance with custom I must say a few words in opening this new 
session. The pr(^rammo of business which Government are putting before 
you. and which the Secretary has circulated for your information, may not 
be very exciting—you may ev(!n think it somewhat modest—but I believe 
it is an useful one anti that the measures which we shall ask you to 
pass will do good. At any rate 1 confidently look to you for help in making 
them what they ought to be. I doubt whether any of you expect 
Goveimraent to deal at present with many of the things which you would like 
it to deal with. Much which we all wish to see done must for the moment 
be left undone. For we know that whether w% Jike it or not there must for 
some time be financial str^ ; Government, it is plain, must conserve 
their balances and must restrict their expenditure to ‘their normal income • 
we cannot look for large grants—perhaps we cannot look for grants at ali 
from the Government of India—to enable us to undertake new reforms or 
even to do work which we have already decided must be done as soon as we 
have money to do it. We must be prepared, too^ to meet emergencies due to 
possible distress. We hope these may not aris?; we believe that certain 
risks are past, but we must be prepared. Trade and commerce haAm suffer^ 
as they have suffered all oyer the Empire. Some trades have been 
completely disorganised : the hide trade for example and several smaller 
industries. Our great industry—our jute industry—1ms suffered much ; it is 
recovering, and we trust will recover more; some of those connected with it 
wiU we h(^ prosper far more than at one time they were inclined to admit 
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was possible; still it cannot be denied that many have sutlered. Very 
little business has been done. The consequent, drying up of the river of 
cash which ordinarily flows into the country districts at this time of year, 
-and which is counted on by all, must have far-reaching effects, sonie'of which 
we can hardly yet estimate. It .is the duty of Government through their 
officers to keep a sympathetic watch over the situation, and that I promise 
you shall be done. The outlook is improving, but w(‘ must continue to be 
careful. Reports show us, too, that the winter rice crop wiH be none too 
plentiful. I mention these things not to alarm y<)n—for there is no (sauso for 
alarm—but merely to show you that we have not forgotten them. 

We are under the shadow of a great war, but oven in that shadow there 
are bright spaces. We are no less confident now than we were last August 
of whaf the result will be. We are proud of what has been done by the 
forces of our King-Emperor and by our allies on land, on tln^ sea, and in the 
air. But we realise more clearly than we did how victory is to be won and 
at how great a cost. In that coat every part of the Empire will boar its 
share—India and Bengal will suffer as Britain must suffer and as every 
British dominion must suffer ; but in the final triumph which is assuredly 
coming and in the blessings which will flow from that triumph, India and 
Bengal will have their share. 

The loyalty to Great Britain shown by India during these last few 
months, the eagerness of the Indian peoples to fight alongside of Britons 
against the foes of our Emperor, clearly testify to the conviction of all who 
think for India that the good of her peoples will best be attained if Indians 
of their own free will remain closely associated with the people of the British 
Islands, and with those who though they have left those islands continue to 
bo Britons, in forming an United Empire which wo believe is, and which, ye 
hope, will long be, the greatest power on earth for human good. 

This conviction is no new thing ; it has not sprung up merely since the 
war began. It existed long before that in the liearts of many Indians and 
it was spreading from Indian to Indian ; but it has shown itself now as never 
before and it will never be forgotten. It has made it easier for Indians and 
Britons to understand each other, and it will make it easier for Britons 
and Indians to work together. This cannot but be for the lasting go^ 
of both. 

The people of Bengal have not been wanting. Circumstances are such 
that.they cannot share in the actual fighting, but they have given proof of their 
willingness to make sacrifices. I admire the way in which the Europeans 
in Calcutta have come forward. When I cross the Maidau every morning 
and see the hard work which so many of them are putting in, I admire them, 
and I cannot help being sorry for them, that they cannot get the chance 
which they would like of proving what they are worth. But I admii*e no 
less the spirit which has been shown by many Bengali youths and I most 
sincerely hope that it may yet bo possible for them to get the chance of 
showing of what they too are worth. The proposal for a Bengali Ambulance 
Corps is by no means dead yet. There have been difficulties in carrying 
it out, but I hope they will yet be surmounted. 

Bengalis, however, have already done more than some of have given 
them credit for—to help Government and through Government their country— 
in a way none the less valuable because it is not obtrusive. Nothing has given 
me greater satisfaction lately—not even the capture of the Emden, and that 
gave us all great satisfaction—than to learn how well the zamindars and the 
income-tax-payers of Bengal have been “playing up.” I know how hard they 
* have been hit over jute ; I know how bad in many places are the i)ro8pect8 
for the winter rice crop, how uncertain the outlook for next year. I was 
surprised therefore to find that more land revenue and more assessed ‘.axes 
had been paid by the end of last month than were paid at the same date last 
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The Bengal Emhanhmeni S^ndarhans Bill.

year. Tliat fact sayK a great deal for the Ipyalty r»f the zamindars and of the 
incoine-ta\-payer8, and I would like to take this opt>ortunity of thanking them 
for their punctuality in discharging what T fear must have been to many 
them a difficult duty. 

There ia one matter to which I must refer. We were all grieved when we 
read of the two fresh bomb outrages. I do not believe there is any one 
wlio really cares for Bengal who was not horror-struck when he heard of them. 
Tftat crimes of this sort should happen is bad enough at any time ; but that 
they should hapi)en now is peculiarly gi-ievous, when our whole outlook is 
what it is owing to the war, when there is so much suffering being borne 
patiently and bravely in the cause of our King-Emperor. It pains us to find 
that there are some persons here so dead to th<^ feeling of loyalty which 
is actuiiting Indians frfall classes in every province, in every Native State, in 
every part of Bengal that they can seize this moment to show their implac¬ 
able hatred of the Government of their country—the Government of which this 
assembly forms a part—in which their own countrymen fake every day an 
increasing share. Such acts, whatever be the professed motives of those who 
do them, can only dtday progress : can fmly bring disgrace chi the motherland 
^i^hich they pi-ofess to love. The miscreants who do them are surely doubly 
guilty when they do them now ; and I feel confident that there is not one 
among you who will not be with Government if we find, ourselves bound to 
take steps to protect Bengal from those who are bringing her people into 
disrep..Ke—a disrepute which is most undeserved.

The Hon’ble Mr, Beatson Bell moved for leave to introduce a Bill to 
exten<l to the Sundarliaiis certain enactments relating to emi)ankment8. 

He said :— 

“ My Lord—The Bill is shoi't, simple, and I hope practically non-conten- 
tious. I have really nothing to add to the “ Statement of Objects -and 
Reasons ” which is already in the hands of Hon’ble Members. It cannot 
be denied that in any country which is liable to floods and is intersected 
by great rivers the erection of embankments is not a matter which can be 
hdt uncontrolled, nor, 1 may add, a matter on which the State' should 
hesitate where necessary to spend public money. If a private individual 
be allowed, in such a country as Bengal, to erect embankments without 
control from, or aid by, the State, there ia grave danger that he may (in 
spite of the best intentions) do enormous harm not only to himself, which 
is important; but also to his neighbours, w'hich is more important; and 
to posterity, which is most important of all. * Arfiy one who has seen the 
Sundarbans must agree thaWth® question of ’ embankment s is more vital 
thfi'c f han in any other i art of the province. For tUe rest of the proyinoe 
we have a good workable law—Bengal Act 2 of 1882., But strangely enouglr 
this .Aet dties not apply to the Sundarbans. The embankments in the 
Sundarbaus are still left to the working of older and more ineflfective 
laws. Why this is so, we cannot say. There is absolutely nothing in the 
debates in Council of 1882 to show why the Supdarbans were omitted. All 
that we now propose to do is to assimilate the embankment law of the 
Sundarbans to the law in the rest of Bengal. I ask to introduce a Bill to 
this eflect.” * , ~

THE CALCUTTA IMPROVEMENT (AMENDMENT) BILL, 1914: 

LIST OP BVSIMEQiS.—ITEMS Mos. 5 an^ 6. 

The Hon’ble Nawab Syed iShams-ul-Huda moved for leave to introduce 
a Bill to amend the Calcutta Improvement Act, 1911. 


He said :— y- 

“ My Lord—I move for leave to introduce a Hill to amend the Calcutta 
Improvement Act, 1911. In doing so I would observe that while fully 
recognizing the objections to amending a controversial Act such as this so 
igoon after Its enactment, the Government are convinced that the amendments 
proposed in the Bill are urgently required in the interests of the Public and 
the Trust ^ike. The Calcutta Improvement Trust commenced work in 
January, 1912. Their proceedings have reached a stage at wliich the Trust 
have found it essential to prepare as accurate a forecast as possible of the 
wh(ne of their future work. They have accordingly framed an estimate of 
the funds likely to l)e available for capital exiiondituro on road improvements 
in Calcutta, and on the basis of this estimate they have, prepared a complete 
and interconnected series of schemes, including the construction of 6j. miles 
and the widening of 8^ miles of main roads in the heart of Calcutta. The 
execution of these projects will be a work of many years. Meanwhile, the 
city is rapidly developing, in spite of much pessimism that prevailed after the 
Delhi announcements, and costly buildings are springing up in all directions. 
The position is therefore one of extreme difficulty. The danger is twofold. 
It is essential that the operations of the Trust should not discourage private 
enterprise; it is equally essential that private enterprise should not cause 
undue interference with the future working of the Trust. 

As the law now stands, the Improvements Trust have no control over 
prospective lines of rcsids within the Calcutta Municipality until a road 
scheme has been finally approved and the land acipiired. I'lii? preparation 
of a programme for the future gives them uo power of interfei'ence_ with 
building operations - on the land concerned; nor does it give the public any 
assurance that the alignments proposed will not eventually l)o modified ’ or 
that the execution of the prcnect will not be Icmg delayed- During the period 
of unoertainty many will be deterred from investing their buildings

has become necessary to enact provisions such as those embodied in the BilL 
We are introducing no new principles. Within the limits of the Calcutta 
Municipality, the General Committee of the Calcutta Corpf)ration exeroisa 
similar powers and section 63 of the Calcutta Improvement Act, 1911, gives 
power to the Trust to prepare scheuajs and plans of proposed streets in the 
vicinity of the Calcutta Municipality, and when those plans have been duly 
sanctioned to regulate building operations on the land shown in them. 

The diflSculty of administering the law within the Calcutta Municipality 
has aris(Mi from tlie fact that if the General Committee arc asked by the 
Improvement I’rust to align streets on their behalf under section 356 of the 
Calcutta Municipal Act, the Trust have not the power to incur expenditure 
on damag(‘« that nmy accrue from sucli operations, and the Calcutta Corpo¬ 
ration cannot in tairnoss be called upon to pay. It appears therefore to be 
eminently desirable that control ovt'r the whole proceedings should be vested 
in a single authority. It is accordingly projiosed, and this is the main 
provision of the Bill, to amend section 63 of the Improvement Trust Act so as 
to extend to (Calcutta itscdf the power which the Trust now exercise only in 
the vicinity of Calcutta. Care has at the same time been taken to prevent 
interference by the Trust with any of the other powers to regulate building 
operations at present exercised by the General Committee of the Corporation. 
Provision has also been made to give the widest publicity in connection with 
the publication, consideration, and sanction of plans of projected public 
streets and the final decision in the matter has been hdt with the Local 
Government find not with the Trust. Further, by clause 2 of the Bill, a 
“ projected public street ” is clearly differentiated from an “ improvement 
scheme ” as defined in the Act, and thus the apfdication of section 23(2) of 
the Land Acquisition Act, 1894, is insured in the case of land acquired by 
the Board under sub-section (10) of the proposed new section 63. The effect 
of this will be that the 15 per cent, additional compensation ordinarily payable 
under the Laud Acquisition Act will have to be paid for land acquired for a 
“projected public street ”, notwithstanding the special provisions of article 
9(/) of the Bchedule to the Calcutta Improvement Act which dispenses with 
the payment of such additional compensation when laud is acquired within 
the limits of the Calcutta Municijtality in connection with improvement 
schemes under that Act. The provisions of section 352 of the Calcutta 
Municipal Act and of section 63 of the Improvement Act in so far as they 
only allow coiui ensation for actual damage to the owner of land falling 
within the alignment of a projected street, have been replaced by providing 
for acquisition of such land as soon as permission to build on the land 
being refused the owner asksv for such acquisition. This gives a decided 
advantage to the owners of land in Calcutta and its vicinity. 

In order to give full ettect to these proposals it has been found necessary 
to amend the Schedule to the Act by introducing certain further modifications 
in the Land Acquisition Act. They are dt'tailod#in clause' 8 of the Bill. 

Subordinate clauses {bi) and (bbb) whi6h it is proposed to add to article 
9 of the Schedule to the Calcutta Improvement Act call for no remarks but 
special attention of the Hon’ble Members is invited to clause (bbhb), as the 
principle underlying this amendment, which is explained below, is not in any 
way specially connected with the proposed amendment of section 63 of the 
Improvement Act. 

In Calcutta and other largo towns the value of land depends mainly on 
its distance from the nearest road or street. When laud abutting on a street 
is to be acquired, it is ordinarily divided, for purposes of valuation, into zones 
running parallel to the street. The front zone is valued at by far the highest 
rate, and the zones behind are valued at rates which diminish as their distance 
from the street increases. It the front zone is acquired and is included in the 
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street, the second zone immediately becomes a front zone, and its value rises 
accordingly. All the zones behind likewise increase in value on account of 
the decrease in their distance from the street. In accordance with the 
general principle underlying the Act, viz. that the enhancement of land 
values resulting from the operations of the Trust shall accrue to the benefit 
of the public, it appears equitable that the compensation payable for the land 
acquired in such cases shall be calculated at the difference between the 
orginal value of the whde premises before acquisition and the value which 
the remaining portion will have after the land acquired has been included 
in the street. This proposal, though at variance with clause sixthly of 
section 24 of the Land Acquisition Act. is in accordance with the principles 
underlying recent legislation in Great Britain, as, for instance, article 2(c) 
of the Schedule to the development and Road Improvement Funds Act, 1909, 
and section 41(2) (i) of the Housing of the working Classes Act, 1890. 

The remaining clauses of the Bill deal witli other consequential amend¬ 
ments, which have been sufficiently explained in the Notes on Clauses 
appended to the Bill.” 

The motion was put and agreed to. 

The Hon’ble Nawab Syed Sharas-ul-Huda moved that the said Bill be 
referred to a Select Committee consisting of the Hon’ble Mr. Samman, the 
Hon’ble Mr. Bompas, the Hon’ble Mr. Payne, the Hon’ble Raja Dinendra 
Narayan Ray, the Hon’ble Rai Radha Charan Pal Bahadur, the Hon’blo 
Mr. Grice, the Hon’ble Babu Surondra Nath Ray and the mover, with 
instructions to submit their report in time for its presentation in Council at 
the meeting to be held in January next, and explained 'in doing so why it was 
desirable to move this motion at this meeting despite the fact that the Bill 
had only been in Members’ hands for five days. 

The Hon’ble RAI RADHA CHARAN PAL BAHADUR said 

“ My Lord—I am grateful for the provision of payment of 15 per cent, 
conapensation, in the Bill in respect of land falling within the projected! street, 
which the Board of Trustees will bo empowered to prescribe under the pi'o- 
posed law ; but, my Lord, there are other provisions in the' Bill which require 
careful consideration. My.Lord, I fail to see any special reason for the great 
hurry with which this Bill is proposed.to be pushed through. The Bill is a 
very important measure affecting the people of Calcutta, especially those 
interested in land and buildings, and it cannot be denied even by the Chairman 
of the Calcutta Improvement Trust that the vast majority of them are ‘poor, 
middle-clap people living from hand to mouth—widows, orphans and poor 
men, who in their thousands, crowd round the table of the Committees, sitting 
to hep objections, clinging desperately to their ancestral holdings and 
shedding tprs at the prospect of acquisition of their jiroperties. In the 
peculiar circumstances of the country, almost every man of the “ Bhadrolok ” 
class, however poor, generally possesses a plot of land on which he lives 
from generation to generation. 

The Calcutta Improvement Act, in my personal exgei^enoe of the last 
thitee years of its operation, has chiefly affected them. Any aihendment of the 
present Act, tending towards a further severity of its provisions, requires the 
widest publicity and ample time for public consideration, I can truly say that 
not even one per cent, of the population of Calcutta belonging to the middle 
class are aware of the proposed legislation, which will affect their interests 
very materially. The Bill was circulated about 5 or 6 days ago to the 
M^bers of the Council, I do not think that HOn’ble Members have had 
consider and discuss the important principles involved in 
the Bui. The, Government have tt^en ov^r a year to consider this measure and 
it IS but meet and proper tlmt the Bill should be published after its introduc¬ 
tion, and public opinimi ; invited thetegn. ^y Lord, I crave that the Bill 
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be not referred to the Select Committee so hurriedly and i4i once, withdot 
giving the public a fair opportunity for submitting thoir w^-oonsidered view* 
before the Government. My Lord, it is true that the Ccirpor^ion wat 
consulteil on the proposed amendment of Section 8S, but there: is a wider 
public who are directly affected by this measure. My Lord, the principle of 
the ^1, as I understand it, is to give power to the Board to declare projected 
public streets within the area of the Calcutta Municipality within which the 
erection or re-erection, addition to or alteration of a building or even the wall 
of a building is forbidden under a penalty, though the completion of a pro¬ 
jected street may bo indefinitely put off. Under the present law, a street 
scheme is framed, objcwtions heart!, and steps are forthwith taken for the 
acquisition of property and opening out of the road. But under the proposed 
law, tho projected street may be declared to-day, but the proposed projected 
street scheme may bo matured and considered 10, 15 and even 20 years hence 
and the poor owner whose house falls widiin the projected street will not be 
able to reconstruct a wall of his house or rebuild and improve a single roqm to 
uKtke it more sanitary and habitable. 

There are some very important changes proposed by this Bill in the 
Land Acquisition Act and which were no^ in the original prc^osal before the ^ 
Corporatfon which will come as a surprise upon the public. The provision 
disregarding the deci’ease of the market > value of the premises owing to its 
falling within or n<?ar to the alignment of the projected public street will 
operate very harshly • upon tho owner of the holding in two ways. First 
as regards the necessity for repairing or remodolliug the remaining portion 
and second as to convenience. There must bo numerous instances where, by 
the acquisition of a portion of a property, the value and convenient enjoyment 
of tho remaining portion must be seriously crippled, and he will not have 
adequate compensation for such injury. Take for instance the best bed¬ 
rooms of a house or tho out-offioes which fall within the projected street and 
there is no other space within the remaining portion of the property for 
reconstruction of the same. Is it not just and proper that the person 
suffering such injury should receive adequate compensation for the loss. 
Tliere is, I venture to submit, my Lord, another innovation attempted to be 
introduced in the last sub-clause of clause 8. And this was not commu¬ 
nicated to tho (Corporation for oidnion. It is proposed to exclude tho 
application of the sixth clause of section 24 of the Land Acquisition Aot in 
connection with tho acquisition of land having frontages on existing roads : 
under this clause, if a portion of a house or land is acquired, the market valu6 
of that piece of land is paid as compensation to the owner. It is however 
proposed in the Bill in supersession of the Land Acquisition Act that th0 
market value of such land or building shall be deemed to be the difference 
between the market value of the whole of such premises at the date of the 
publication of the declaration and the osthnated market value of the 
rema,inder of the premises ^ipen the inclusion ip the street of the land 
acquired, it is possible to establish the present rfS.fket value by tangible 
evidence based on the present income of the property or neighbouring sales 
or other relevant evidence ; but the future increase in value is an illusive and 
intangible thing about vrhich there cannot be any positive data. It will 
depend upon mere guess work and it- cannot pc^sibly be determined on the 
basis of actual transaction as such transaction can only come into existence 
after the entire length of the road is opened out and completed. Tlie 
injustice of the preposed innovation will be further patent when We remember 
that in supersession of the Land Acquisition Act, future rise in value of land 
or the value accordir^ to tbe best disposition of land is to be disregarded 
the and the market value has^ be determined aooordii^ to the present 
disposition of the land, whereas against the . interest of the owner and hj 
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favour of the Hoard th€( :ktutd fis# ia faldd of thd ]^ 0 inaifiih|' laud is to bO 
deducted from the amount of the compensation to be paid to the owner of the 
kUhd.

If itg»m it is omtomplated that no separate scheme will 
be .prepared lor oritieium and hearing of tdijections it will give rise to mis* 
Ohderstaiidihg and dissatisfaction lor in the consideration of the street^sohsine 
the Objeotofrs are heard personally. (Jo-opted members from the locality are 
added to the BoSrdi All these will be denied in connection with the prepare^ 
tion of projected public-street. Scarcely three years have elapsed since the 
Calcutta Improvement Act has come into execution. The work has begun 
and not a single scheme has yet been completed, yet within such a short time 
it is thought to amend the Act, not with a view to remedy any defect found 
in actual administration of the Act, but to invest the Board of Trustees with 
additional powers, to introduce a new principle of payment of compensation 
which does not even find a place in the Bombay Improvement Act. My Lord, 
I have enumerated some of the important points whioh the public will require 
time to consider and Submit their represeintation to Your fixcellendy's 
Government, ilothing will be lost by acceding to our prayer to give adequate 
time for the consideration of the measure. On the contrary the people will be 
profoundly grateful for such deference to public opinion. Let the Bill be 
published, let it be circulated to the public bodies for expression of opinion 
and then let the Hill go to the Select Committee with all the materials at the 
disposal. 

My Lord, the instmotion to the Select Committee, as laid down in the 
AgUUd#, ia to report before the next meeting of the Council in January next. 
This is, I reSpeotfttlly submit, not at all giving a reasonable time even to the 
Members of the Committee. The X’mas holidays begin next week and not 
a lew of the Hon’ble Members will be engrossed in various Congresses 
and OonferefiCes in aud out of town and may hot have time to devote their 
attention tb the Bill within so short a time, I appeal to Your Enbellertcy 
to graciously accede to our prayer. Knowing well how reasonable and 
sympathetic tlte Hon’ble Member in charge of the Bill is, 1 venture to hope that 
he Will SftpfpOrt lie in our modest request to Your Excellency, If the Bill is 
Still referred to the Select Committee at this stage I would crave Your 
Excellency’s permission to move that the Select Committee be instructed to 
report at the March meeting of the Council instead of in January. If I am 
deemed to be mtt of order in moving this amendment, I beg to submit to Your 
Lordship that the Hill was not in dur hands until five or sin days before 
fdday’s sitting of the Council. We had to read the Hill and to consider the 
pToVisiOhs arid then only we oame to know the importance')?? the measure and 
that is the reason. My Lord, that no formal notice of the amendment could 
be given. 

• 

Your Excellency has the supremte power. May I, a humble Member 
of T^r Excellency’s Council, pray that my request for time bo granted ? 
But if, my Lord, the Hon’ble Member in (jharge of* the Bill be pleated to 
amend his motion and extend the time of reference to the *8elect Committee 
to Murck ttekt, there WdUld be no necessity of toy tnoving an amendment. 
With these WOMS, niy Lord, I leave the matter in Yoftr Excellency’s hands. 
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The Hon’ble BABU SURENDRA NATH BANERJI said 

“ 1 desire to associate myself fally with the appeal which has been made 
by the Hon’ble Member behind me. The Bill is a highly technical one, and 
it contains provisions which are, as the Hon’ble Member has pointed out, 
of a somewhat drastic character. The public know little or nothing about 
the contents of this Bill. Undoubtedly the Bill has been published in the 
Gazette, but how many of the public, read the Gazette. Unless there is 
discussion in the public press about the provisions of this BiU, the public 
cannot be expected to know much about it. Having regard to the drastic 
character of the Bill, the important interest involved therein, and the 
widespread dissatisfaction which the hurrying of the Bill through the Council 
will cause, I ventuio to associate myself with my hon’ble friend in the 
earnest appeal which he has made to Your Excellency that, if the reference 
to the Select Committee cannot be postponed, at any rate, the Bill may not 
be taken up till the Council meets in March next.” 

*^the Hon’ble RAJA DINENDRA NARAYAN RAY said 

” My Lord—I desire to associate myself fully with what has fallen from 
the Hbn’ble Rai Radha Charan Pal Bahadur. 1 do not think that the 
Improvement Trust will be hampered in^any way by the delay of two or 
three months, and I think that it is very desirable that we should have the 
opinion of the public ahd the corporate bodies.” 


The Hon’ble Mr. BOMPAS said :— 

‘‘ My Lord—I am sorry that the representatives of the Corporation of 
Calcutta in this Council should have such a poor opinion of the discussions 
in the Corporation as a means ci bringing to the citizens of Calcutta matters 
which particularly affect their interest. I quite admit that if this Bill had 
been submitted to Government by the Calcutta Improvement Trust and had 
not otherwise been discussed, there would have been some reason for the 
citizens to ask for time for farther consideration of the provisions of the 
Bill. But this is not the case. This Bill was submitted with the full 
consent of the Corporation of Calcutta, after it had been fully discussed in 
Committee and at a general meeting. All the proceedings of the Corporation 
are reported in the daily press, and the citizens of Calcutta through their 
representatives in the Corporation have had full opportunity for considering 
this Bill. 

I may point out, my Lord, that this BUh^was put forward not in the 
interests of the Improvemeiit-TruBt but in the interests of the local public. 
Speaking as Chairman of the Improvement Trust,*^I can say that people are 
constantly coming to me and saying ” 1 wish to build a house or a {dace of 
business. Cm you tell me where I can put up a building which will not be 
palled down in the course of the operations of the Trust in the next few 
years ?” and I am unable to give them any guarantee. I can only tell them 
that certain things are in contemplation. If,this Bill is passed, they will 
have the assurance that if they abstain from building in view of future 
operations of the trust, they will have lull compensation. 

The Bill contains no novel principles. It gives to the Trust a power 
which kiffl for ye^rs been exercised by the General Cmnmittee of the 
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C<»poration and which is exercised by the Trust in the sulmrbs of Calcutta. 
£^en the detailed provisions of the Bill, which are liable to modiiioation by 
the Select Committee, involve, as far as I know, nothing new. The 
particular clwse which the Hon’ble Kai Badha Charan Pal Bahadur has 
taken exception to is about the decrease in value not being taken into 
consideration if the land is hereafter acquired. But that is quite in favour 
of the owner. If the land has been decreased in value by the alignment 
of the Trust, then the owner is not to be mulcted for the decrease. The Trust 
will have to pay as if the value has hot been decreased. That is surely fair 
and is in favour of the private owner and not in favour of the Trust. 

The other provision to which the Hon’ble Member has referred and 
which may be said to be novel to Calcutta, that is to say. that the damage 
caused to a man by taking a part of his land shall be estimated to be the 
difierence between the present and future land value is not a novelty in 
legislation. This provision has been in force in Bombay for the last 
13 years.” 


The Hon’ble Mr. CHAKUAVARTI said 

“ My Lord—I had very little desire to take part in the discussion, because 
I frankly confess that after the discomfiture in connection with the original 
Improvement Bill which was passed into law, I have taken a, very very 
despondent view with regard to any opposition to a measure of that kind, 
because the idea which was then put forward and which has been repeatedly 
put forward is that so far as the landlord is concerned he is a bloated 
creature who ought to be bled and therefore he can hardly have any 
grievance, whether he has a large estate like my friend the Hon’ble 
Mahrajad biraja Bahadur of Burdwan or a small holder or owner of a private 
house in Calcutta. But, it seems to me that, with regard to the postpone¬ 
ment of the reference of this Bill to the Select Committee till March, it is an 
extremely reasonable proposal, and I do not see any reason whatever why 
this modest request which has been made by one of the members of the 
Municipal Corporation as to the necessity for public discussion should not be 
conceded by your Excellency’s Government. It seems to me that if the 
matter is kept in abeyance till March nothing will happen to Calcutta. It will 
not disappear, and regard being had to the contraction of trade owing to 
war and the paucity of money, we have to think of a great many other things 
besides the beautifying of our city. In any case we might wait for three 
months. The delay would not injure the prospect of our having a nice city 
with nice improvements a,ll round. For all these reasons, my Lord, I have 
great pleasure in supporting the request which has been made by the Hon’ble 
Rai Badha Charan Pal Bahadur.” 


The Hon’ble NAWAB SYED SHAMS-UL-HUDA said 

“ My Lord—A good deal has been said about the provisions of this Bill 
and my friend the Hon’ble Rai Badha Churn Pal Bahadur has drawn a picture 
of the miseries which this Bill if enacted would inflict upon the people of 
Calcutta. ^ I read the Bill, I do not think for a moment that any such con- 
s^uenoes will follow. As I pointed out, in introducing the Bill, it may be 
divided into two parts ; the first part is that wlrich deals with matters 
that are^ practically dealt with in much the same way in section 63 of 
the existing A<rt and there is also section 366 of the Calcutta Municipal Act, 
which deals with the very same thing. The only difierence is that in the 
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Calcutta Municipal Act it is loft to the General Committee to project streets 
atid if Uecetssaty to intoffei'e With btruditi^ dfi stroe't lindci ; ihs

its introduction, it introdftces no new principle and it mflicts no new ifiiSejdeS 
on the people; it makes only a difference as to the authority that wOhld exercitfe 
■^he pfowers under the Act. So far as we hat^e introduced any mOdiheatioinS, 
they are distinctly in favour of the land-oWners dl Calcutta. It retnOves the 
uncertainty Which has hitherto existed. As sOort as a street is iJrojec'ted and 
an alignment made everybody knows that there will be a street m a particular 
place, and everybody decides for himself whether he will ei’eot any buildings 
on the land or not.'* Under the law as it stands, t.a., the Calcutta Improve^' 
meat Act as well as the Caloutta Municipal Act, when a building was Set 
back on account of a street alignTnent the only remedy which the land-owner 
could get—if he wanted to build and permission to do so was refused— 
was damages. Undei’ the new Bill, as soon as permission to build is 
refused, the land-owner has a right to come forward and ask that the land 
; shall forthwith be acquired and full value paid for it. It seems to me, 
therefore, that it is distinctly in favour of the land-CWher and not against 
him. It is also no doubt to the benefit of the Trust, because if new 
buildings are raised and demolished, it means So mUch waste of money to 
the Trust. So far therefore as the ftrstspart of the Bill is concerned, I • repeat 
that no new principle is involved in it, and if the existing provisions of the 
law have been as disastrous as my friend would depict them, all I can say 
is that the disaster haS existed for sevoral years. 

Then, as regards the other provision about the valuation of land, that is no 
doubt a new principle. My hon'ble friend has said that it does not find a 
place in the Bombay Act. He is misinformed as to this, because so far as 
clause sixthly of the Land Acquisition Act to which reference has heeii made, 
is concerned, this has been repealed by section 47 of the Bombay Act. The 
principle is not, one as to which it will be of any use to take the Calcutta 
public into confidence. It is no doubt a new principle so far as Bengal is 
concerned, and it seems to me to be obvious that in view of their personal 
interest, the opinion of Calcutta land-owners will be against it. The point is 
whether it Is an equitable principle or not. After all the benefit ultimate^ 
accrues to the Calcutta public. It is not the Improvement Trust whion 
gets all the benefit, bistead of au individual getting mCre than he ou^t 
to get, th<5 money goes to the Trust. I do Uot think that aiiy one who has 
carefully examined the provisions of the Bill With a fair mind will object 
to this provision in the Bill. 

It has been admitted that the Bill is ah improvement so far as 
the statutory allowance of 15 per cent. iS ..given. Under the Calcutta 
Improvement Act, it is notjiovv payable. On the whole, therefore, the Bill is 
ill favour of the Calcutta owners, aiul they have nc JBst grounds to objtect to 
any provisions of the Bill. I admit that the time allowed to Hon'ble Members 
to consider the Bill has so far been short, but We propose to make up for this 
by postponing the sitting of the Select Committee till the first week of 
J annary. That will give Hon’bl# Members ample time td Study the Bill and 
.to form, their opinions. My hon’ble friend, Mr. BompUs, has already pointed 
oat that this Bill was fully debated in the Calcutta Corporation and the 
public know by this time what are its effect I. therefore, Ijeg that Yottr 
ExceUenoy will allow the Bill to go to the ^leet Conhiiittee without aiiy 
further adjourn.]nent, os your Exorfleney may do under rule 82 (8) of Ofo?

LIST OF BUSINESS—ITEM No. 7.* 

The Hon’ble BABU SURENDRA NATH KAY moved that this Council 
recommends to fhe Governor in Council that a City Civil Court, separate from 
the Calcutta High Court, be established in Calcutta, for the trial of suits 
valued at Rs. 10,000 or under, or of such otlier valuation as the Government 
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may think proper which may bo institute 1 within the Original Civil iurisdiO' 
tion of the said Higjh Court, and that Governmenf be^ pWspd to take the 
necessary steps for the early establishment of such a City Court. 

He said :— 

“ At prosppt suits regarding landed property, situatod Aiithin the town of 
Calcutta liowever small its value may be and money snits ^bpve 2,00,Q in 
value have to be brought in the Original Side of the High Court. Suits 
regarding laniled property situated eutside Calcutta, i.e., on the other sicle 
of the Circular Rojid and money suits however large their value may be are 
brought io the Court of the Sub-.Judgo at Alipore. Jt is ■yroll known that 
costs incurred by suitors in the Original Side of the High Coprt are gener^fly 
very large, somotiyies they exceed the amount of the claim. Tn many instan¬ 
ces poor people cannot get any redress as costs of the Original Side of the 
High Court are prohibitory whereas they are sometimes ruined in defending 
a suit. To pfo^ecute qi: defend a suit in the Original Side of the High. Court 
it is necessary to engage the services of a solicitor as well as at least one 
counsel and in many cases two counsel. In the Mufassal Courts such as the 
Court of the District Judge or Siib-.Iudge or a Munsiff at Alipore the same 
case can be conducted by a Pleader at a very small cost. The incidental 
cc)8ts are ajso much hiSS. In my opinion the costly and elaborate machinery 
of the Original Side of the High Court whicli compels a suitor to engage both 
a Solicitor and a Barrister in every case is not necessary for the trial of a 
large number of cases which are no\^ being tried there. The costs must 
necessarily bo considerably over the costs of a suit in a Mufassal Court. 

My proposal is‘ for the establishment of a Civil Court for Calcutta 
separate from the High Court where suits regarding money or landed proi erty 
of less than Its. 10,000 in value or such valuation a^ the Government may 
think projier may be tried. It will be a Court subordinate to the High 
Court. In all eases tried by tlie said Court there will be an appeal to ine 
High Court in its Appellate 8ide. ft will be a Court in which Barristers, 
Vakils, Attorneys and I'leaders will have the equal right of appearing and 
conducting cases as in the Court of the District Judge or Sub-Judge. Tlie 
procedure of the said Court will be that' which governs all cases in the 
Mufassal Courts and not the complicated machinery of the Original Side of 
tlie High Court, nor the summary procedure of the Small Cause Court. The 
Court fee to bo paid at the time of the insthution of the suit will be that 
payable in the Mufassal Courts and not that payable in the Presidency Small 
Cause Court. It will ho a (’oBurt of Record. It' will ho a Court which will 
be presided over by an exj orionced Barrister, Vajcjl or Sub-Judge. The 
system which compels a suitor to engage the services of both a Solicitor and 
a Barrister to conduct his case will have no place there. There will be no 
taxed Bills, no allocator to terrify an unfortunate litigant. The Court will 
have power to try all sorts of suits except those relating to wills, insol¬ 
vency, admiralty and matrimony. But if the Court proves to be a success 
aijd the public demand, its powers may be-fl'itended to the trial of thc«e 
suits as well. • ■ - ' ^ . 

In Madras, a City Civil Court was established so long ago as 1892 
giving the said Court power to try cases regarding landed properties apd 
money suits up to Rs. 5,000 in value which had hitherto been tried in the 
Original Side of the Madras High Court. Tlie Bill for the establishment of 
a City Civil Court for Madras \yas introduced jp th§ Supreme Council by Sir 
Philip Hutchins, th^n Home Member of the Government of India, who was 
a distinguished Judge of the Madras High Court before his elevation to the 
Supyeipf Cotmcil. 

One of t^ lirinctpal reasons whi 9 ]h has induep^ nie to bring 
R^flt^ut^on hi tp? Mtayj 9 liinen,t; of n City CiyB.CoV.rt fes 

Caldnita is that the people of Caloutta who have the misfortune being> 
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litigants eithor as plainti^a or defendants in an action may have a cheap and 
speedy machinery to enfoi'ce thdir i^ights or for the redress of theiV wrcni^ 
pr to defend theihSelves in suits of comparatively small value. The elaboratie 
maohineiV in force in the Original Side of the High Court is not ih tnoat 
cases Suited to the requirethents of this country or its people. T6 quote the 
words of Sir Philip Hutchins in introdupinij the Bill for a City Civil'Court 
for RTadras, “ The first is to i-oniove that practical denial of justice to a n’ot 

insigtiificaiit portion of'the inhabitants of the City.inevitable under the 

present systeni of judicial adniinistratidn in the Presidency town. And the 
second is to obviate the lamentable waste of judicial power involved in thfit 
system, which requires every petty dispute not technically a small cause to 
be fully investigated liy so high an officer as a Judge or perhaj<8 ei^en a Chief 
Justice of the High Coilrt." In a memorial submitted to Government by 
some of the land-owners of (/aleutta for the establishment of a City Civil 
Court for Calcutta so far back as the year 19t)4, the memorialists submitted, 
there wisre many widows entitled to m:iintcnence and right of residence ; 
there were several persons deprive,! and dispossessed of immovable pro[jerties 
and owning small estates in Calcutta, seeking to enforce pai'tition ; several 
traders desiring to have dissolution of partnership ; many persons desiring 
to bring suits for account, specific performance of contract arid declaratory 
decrees, .aiid several other iiorsons seeking the interference of the Civil Court 
ill matters of oomptiratively small value which are oognisj^hlo by the Original 
Side of the High Court but who aro really debarred from Bi’inging suits in that 
Court simply by reason of expense and delay involved in the suits in tlie 
High Court.” In a letter dat6d the 27th February 1885, eihbodyi’ng the 
proposals of tho Madras High Court regarding a City Civil Court for Madras, 
Sir Charles Turner, one fif the be8ti»0hief Justices of the Madras High Court 
said, “ The exclusive jiirisdiction of the Madras High Court ih a'certaiii Mass 
of eases entails on poor suitors expense altogether out of proportion to th^ 
benefi^t they derive from the presuttted superiority of tho forum.' It hot 
unfrequently happens that suits are instituted for the partition of immovable 
property w'here costs incurred exceed the value of the subject-matter."...... 

If the observations of Sir Charles Turner are aiiplicable to Madras, they dre 
applicable with greater-force to Calcutta. 

It was about the year 1773 that the Government in England thought of 
interfering with the metrlibd of adininistration of India by the East India 
Company. The Ee^lating Act (13 Gwrgo HI) was passed ahd by tho Royal 
Charter which wah granted on tho 26tli March in pdrsuanco of the said Act 
the Supreme Court was eSlahlisbed in Cdlciitta. Th^ Court was constituted 
not only as a Court of Equity as the Court df Chancery in Enj^and but filso 
a Court of Oyer and Totmiiier and Goal Delivery for Calcutta and Fort 
William and the fahtpries subordinate thereto. It was also enacted as an 
Ecclesiastical Court and’ a Court of Adrairdlty. 

All readers of liisto^ know full well the result of tho establishment of 
the Bh'pretUe Court in Calcutta at that period, this planting of an exotic upon 
a foreign and tincohge'nial soil—how it spread consternation throughout the 
length dnd breadth of'tHe land and hocanie a terror to the people owing 
to the oppressive ahd nokel machinery employed by thg, Qp^i’t for enforcing 
Its orders. ^ 

The Act of 1773 however was doomed to failure as it was utterly unsuited 
to the wants of the country. The Act of 1781 (21 George III "C. .fO) was 
passed to amend the Act of 1773. It was enacted amdiig others by the hew 
Act that no p'orsoh should be subject to the jurisdiction of the Suprenfe Court 
bjr virthe of possessing ’any interest in, or authority over Ikhds or rents 
within' Bengal, Bihar or Orissa or by reason of his Becoming secunty for the 
payment of such refits. ’ • ' ' 

^ The Bupreme Court however epntinued to exist though shorn of some of 
ate pohrers. In the weirds of Mr." Cowell, himsfilf afi Eiigliih Barrister with 
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[ndian experience, “ nothing, however, in its subsequent history serves to 
justify or excuse the policy of its founders. Their attempt to introduce an 
English superintendence of law and justice on the part of the Crown, and an 
administration of English rules of law and equity hy the English Court, 
modelled according to English fashion, was made rashly and ignorantly, 
without any sufficient scheme or due proportion.”- The result of the passing 
of the two Acts was that in the Mutassal, throughout the Province, Civil, 
Revenue and Criminal Courts were established suited to the requirements of 
the country and the people, whereas in the Presidency towns, the Supreme 
courts administered English law with slight modifications and were governed 
by the English system of pro(jedure. 

A Bill was introduced in Parliament by Sir Charles Wood in 1863 with 
the object of abolishing the Supremo Courts and the Presidency Town .and 
Mufassal systems and constitute in each Presidency town a High Court of 
Judicature which should be supreme over all the courts both in the 
Presidency towns and also in the Mufassal. The members of the Indian Law 
Commission approved of the proi)osod change but inasmuch as the codes of 
procedure had not been passed, the proposal could not be carried out but 
remained with a mere alteration in the name, viz., the Original Side of the 
High Court. Whatever justification there might have been to establish the 
Supi’eme Courts in 1773 or to keep them up in the form of the Original Side 
of the High Courts in 1862 when the High Courts were constituted, there 
cannot ‘bo any justification for retaining the Oi'iginal Side after the passing 
of the Procedure Codes and the codification of most of the important laws. 
Therci cannot be any ground for keeping up the King’s courts and the 
Company’s courts, the Presidency town system and the Mufassal system, as 
two distinct institutions after the laws hadJ)eon codified. 

It is because the costs on the Original Side of the High Court, are 
excessive in comparison with the costs in the Mofussil courts and that the 
proceedings there are dilatory, and also to bring justice within the means of 
every person wronged by his fellow man that T am moving this resolution. 
It is however said that in tlie Original Side of tho High Court the expenses 
are cheap in tin' long run—the plaintiff has not to pay the heavy ad valorem, 
court-fee which has to be paid in filing a suit in a Mufassal court or in the 
Calcutta Small Cause Court and that people prefer to have their cases tried 
in the High Court. I shall simply place certain facts and figures which will 
speak for themselves. 

Under section 21 of the Presidency Small Cause Court Act concurrent 
jurisdiction is given to the High Court and the Calcutta Small Cause Court 
in suits valued at Rs. 1,000 to Rs. 2,000, e’.e., election is given to the plaintiff 
to choose his own forum. I find from enquiry that the number of suite Civil 
and miscellaneous valued at Rs. 1,000 to Re. 2,000 instituted in the Calcutta 
Small Cause Court in the year 1911 was 971, in the High Court it was'106 ; 
in the year 1912 in the Small Cause Court, it was 964, in the High Court it 
was 86 ; in the year 1913, in the Small Cause Court it was 918, in the High 
Court it was 90. The above figures show thaf in Uearly ninety per cent, of 
tho cases where election is j^vOn to the plaintiff he prefers the Small Cause 
Court to the High Court, though not only heavy aahalorem court-fee, nearly 
double that of Mufassal Courts has to be paid by the plaintiff at the time of 
the institution of the suit, but that the procedure in the trial of cases is 
summary and there is no appeal against the judgment of the Small Cause 
Court. Aj^in, under section 39 of the Presidency Small Cause Courts Act, the 
defendant has the right to apply for transfer,.of a case from the Small Cause 
Court to the High Court in suits valued at Rs. 1,000 to Rs. 2,000. 
In the year 1911, only 17 cases were so transferred, in the year 1912 
only 12 cases, and in the year 1913, only 16 oases were so transferred, 
not 10 per celiit. of the cases as has been stated by some people but 
only a little above 1 per cent, of the oases. How on the face of the above 
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taotB any inference has been drawn by some people that the litigant ;^ubKd 
of Calcutta would much more prefer their suits to be tried on the Original 
Side of the High Court than in another glorified Small Cause Court as they 
tWk the proposed City Court will turn out to be, I for my part fail to see. 
I think the inference is the other way. People prefer even the Small Cause 
Court to the High Court on account of its prohibitive costs as also its dilatory 
proceedings. 

I do not want to cite the well-known Bhukoilas Partition Case, cases 
arising out of the estate of Oopal Lai Seal, Salaji'a Estate or the. Sobhabazar 
Ba-l Estate in illustration of the heavy costs and dilatoriness of proceedings 
of the Original Side of the High Court. T shall give you a few instances 
showing the ordinary costs which a party has to pay to institute or defend 
a suit. I cite them not because in those particular oases the costs have been 
rather heavy but they are ordinary cc^ts which a suitor has to incur. Some 
of them have casually come to my notice and I liave j)ersonal experience of 
some of them. 

In the case of Udit Naradn Singh v. Brindahan (Jkobay (suit No. 677 of 
1912), the valuation of the suit was only 1,375. Only written statement was 
filed by the defendant. The case was decided exparte. The costs which the 
defendant had to pay was Rs. 1,149. In the Mufassal Court, the costs would 
never have exceeded Rs. 160 including the costs of the defendant. 

Karunamoye Dem v. The Administrator-General of Bengal, was a suit for 
maintenance brought in the Original Side of the High Court by the step¬ 
mother against'a minor whose estate then happened to be under the Adminis¬ 
trator-General of Bengal. The only question was what was the amount of 
maintenance to which the lady was entitled. The cost amounted to about 
forty thousand rupees. In the mufassal, in the Munsiff Court the costs would 
have been about Rs. 150 or Rs. 160 and in a Sub-Judge’s Court about Rs. 500 
all told including the costs for ad valorem court-fee, &c. 

Suit No. 525 of 1912 Shambhu Chandra Das v. Manmatha NaBi Das and 
others was a suit by a reversioner to recover possession of property worth 
about Rs. 5,000. No evidence was taken by the Judge but a decree was 
given on the construction of the conveyance. The defendant besides the 
costs of his own Attorney had to pay Rs. 600 as out of pocket expenses, tiz., 
fees for counsel, &c. The bill of costs submitted by the plaintiff’s attomey.to 
the defendant’s Attorney amounted to Re. 1,486. In the Mufassal court, the 
defendant would never have been obliged to incur an expense of more than 
Rs. 650 including ad valorem court-fee payable by the defendant to the 
plaintili. 

Suit No. 296 of 1910 Lolit Mohun Ghose v. Promotho Nath Dey was a 
suit for partition of about 4 oatas or about 2,880 sq. ft. of land worth about 
Rs. 5,000. There was no contest and no partition became necessary as tho 
plaintiff purchased the share sought to be partitioned i)ending the suit. The 
plaintiff however had to pay Rs. 890 as costs. In the (}ourt. of the Sub-Judge 
the costs would never have exceeded Rs. 60 or Rs. 70. 

Suit No. 400 oi Vdfih Jogemaya Dad v. Ahhoy Kumar Das was also one 
for partition of immovable properties. There was no dispute as to the share 
of the respective parties. The properties were worth ab«re,j^a lac of rupees. 
A commissicmer was appointed to partition the properties. As a preliminary 
step, propertiw worth Rs.. 22,000 wore first sold to meet the fees of Solicitors 
and Combaissioner for partition. The proceedings are still going on and we 
are in the end of the year 1914 and Rs. 10,000 have already been spent as 
costs. Besides the above sum Rs. 1,500 were paid by the plaintiffs to their 
sdicitbrs^ up to the date of the decree for partition. .In a Sub-Judge’s Court 
in the Mu&ssal the whole thing could have been completed within two years 
and that for Rs. 500 or Rs. 600. 

In Suit No. 311 of 1898 Nistarini Dad v. Benode Behari Bose and others 
the Oc^ndeBion fee of one sin^e witness was Rs. 22,899. The costs which 






the defendants had to pay to the plaintijET in the Original Court w^re 
Rb. 38,496. In the Appeal the expenses of one side mtss Rs. 61,133; , t have 
not seen the bill of costs of Appeal which the defendant had to pay to the 
plaintijf. 

I had to give instructions and had to pay the opsts on behalf of a 
relation of mine to execute two rent decrees, the decrees having been 
transferred from the Mufassal Court to the High Court. There was no 
opposition by the judgment-debtor. All that was done was to apply for the 
^ settlement of the sale proolamption. The costs however came up to more 
than Rs. 600 as between Attorney and client and an equ^ amount had to bp 
paid by the judgment-debtor to the decree-holder’s solicitor. I do not know 
how much the judgment-debtor had to pay to his own solicitor as costs. In 
the Mufassal the entire costs would never have exceeded Rs. 50. The name 
of the decree-holder is Saratmani Devi. 

In the execution case of Brojo Gopal Mukerjee v. Kedar N^ath Ghosh 
which was a Small Cause Court decree for only about Rs. 50, but transferred 
to the Original Side of the High Court for execution, the costs of execution 
came up to the modest sum of only Rs. 700. 

It is said that in mortgage cases the costs are much cheaper in the 
: Original Side of the High Court than in the Mufassal Courts. In looking into 
the question of costs we must look as much to the interests of the mortgagee 
as those of the mortgagor. In a recent case in the Original Side of the High 
Court the case of Radha Ramon Pal v. Gobardhan Ghosh which was a 
mortgage case, the amount of the mortgage money together with interest 
came up to about Rs. 4,650. The costs including costs of execution proceed¬ 
ings subsequent to ’the decree amounted to about Rs. 2,400. There was no 
contest by the judgment-debtor throughout the proceedings. The costs in a 
Sub-Judge’s Court would never have exceeded Rs. 400, i.e., ^ of the costs of 
the Original Side of the High Court. An argument has been advanced times 
without number that in the Original Side of the High Court, a plaintiff has 
not to pay the heavy court-fee at the time of the institution of the suit 
which he has to do in the Mufassal Court. But is it not a fact that in every 
application that one has to make in a suit, he has to pay court-fee of Rs. 15 or 
Rs. 16, whereas in a Mufassal Court all applications cost only 8 annas in court- 
fee ? A suitor knows very well how many applications have to be inade in a 
cohrt during the pendency of a suit. Is it not a fact that during the 
hearing of a case a litigant has to pay Rs. 20 per diem in court-fee whereas 
in a Mufassal Court he has to pay nothing ? But these form very small items 
of expenditure in a suit on the Original Side of the High Court. 

We have heard a good deal of late about the reduction of costs in the 
Original Side of the High Court by the introduction of a new scale of fees, 
Why, only the other day, the taxed costs of one side alone in a Probate case 
were—a lac and twenty six thousand rupees ! 

Again, the very fact that one has not to pay an ad valorem court-fee in 
the Original Side of the High Court at the time of the institution of the suit 
tempts him to swell his claim and-instances thaj^be cited to verify the above 
fact. • - » 

There are some who say that the justice *which is dispensed in the 
Original Side of the High Court is one which is worth all the money that is 
spent upon it, that though it is dear, still it is worth having. AR I can say is 
that the operation performed in the Original Side of the High Court may be 
successful, but the patient generally succumbs after the operation. But I ask 
in all seriousness, is the justice which is. now being administered in the 
Mufassal Courts by Indian judges of such inferior type that it is necessary to 
incur ruinous expenditure to get justice in the Ori^nal Side of the High 
Court! In the evidence taken before the Select Committee on Indian 
terijltOTies in,the year 1868, the Right Hon’ble Sir Edward Ryan, Privy 
OounoiUdr^ said, “ In the judioialj^stem 98 p^.pent. of the cases |or irM ana 
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, tried before native judges, and the evidepce is unanimous, I believe, that 
their decisionB are ic^oal, well composed, and in every way extremely good, 
though they have not had the advant^s which might bo supplied of a good 
early legal education.” This was in the year I 80 .H before the universities 
were founded, before the spread of that English education, general, scientidc 
and legal, throughout the length and breadth of the land which has brought 
about the intellectual revolution of this country. 

That Civil justice as administered by the judiciary in the Mufassal 
specially by Sub-Judges is generally satisfactory and that their judgments 
and orders do not compare unfavourably with those of some of the judges 
sitting on the Original Side of the Higli Court will bo clear if the result of 
appeals is compared. 

It is said that in a Mufassal Court cases are not decided with due despatch 
and that the decree-holder is generally put to great harassment in executing 
his decree. As regards the charge of dilatoi'iucjss in pnxseedings before a 
Munsiff or a Sub-.ludge all lean say is that a Sub-Judge besides the trial 
of ordinary suits has to try execution cases and dispose of miscellaneous 
matters and to hoar appeals against the decisions of Munsiffs. .This takes 
away a good portion of his time. Whereas the judge of the proposed Civil 
Court will not have any appeals to decide and steps may bo taken for the 
disposal of execution cases by the appointment of a Registrar and empowering 
him to dispose of them as is done in the Calcutta Small Cause Court. But 
these are details. If Govoimmont have the mind to make the City Court an 
useful institution they can do so by the appointment ol* a good and 
experienced judge. It will then be as popjilar as tlie City Court of Madras. 

I thought it my duty to inquire how the Madras City Civil Court was 
working, whether the people were sighing tor the days when they had been 
under the Original Side of the Madras High Court or wei*e content with what 
they had got. The reply which 1 have received from Sir Subramanya Iyer 
who was for a long time a .Judge of the Madras High Court and also for some 
time its Chief Justice and who I need hardly say is the most prominent 
citizen of the Madras Presidency, is as follows :— 

“ I have no hesitation in saying that the City Civil Court in this city has 
been from the date of its establishment quite a popular institution. It has 
been both efficient and economical to litigants as well as expeditious. .The 
litigants certainly will not prefer to have their rights determined as previous 
to the establishment of the City Court. Popular feeling is in favour of the 
jurisdiction of the City Court being raised. There can be no objection to 
that jurisdiction being raised to Rs. 10,000.” 

When thei’e was a proposal in the Calcutta Corporation .about two 
years ago to extend the jurisdiction of the Original Side of the High Court 
to places within the Corporation of Calcutta but outside the present 
jurisdiction of the Original Side of the High Court there was a strong protest 
from most of the Commissioners, Commissioners holding landed properties 
both within and outside its jurisdiction strongly opposing the proposal. 
They advocated however the establishment of a City Civil Court on the basis 
of the Madras City Civil Court. 3 ^ 

I think it is to avoid the heavy costs of solicitors and ^unsel and delay 
in the trial of oases in the Original Side of the High Court that the Beitagal 
Chamber of Commerce now get their, disputes settled by arbitration. It is 
not only the rule which compels a suitor to engage the services of both a 
solioitor and a counsel to conduct a case, but it is the special i^chinery 
adopted , by the High Court in its Original Side for the trial of suits which 
is at fault,* because the machinery tends to excessive outlay of costs by 
IRrigants. ' 

As a jBpmber of the British Indian Association I thought it proper to 
af^ the opinion of the members of that association on the subject of 
)ny ' rasolutioxi among the 24 opinions yeemved only 3 are against .my 
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resolution, viz., opinions of twoMarwari e’entlemen lia^ving little or no property 
outside Calcutta and having no experience of costs of litigants in Mufssstd 
Courts. The other mombers have all given opinion in support of the ]pre8ent 
resolution most of them having large landed properties both mthin and 
outside Calcutta and having experience of litigation both in the Original Side 
gf the High Court and the Mufassal Courts. 

My Lord, this is not the first time that tlie subject of a City Civil Court 
for Calcutta has been brought forward. Your Excellency will find in the 
records of your Secretariat that so far back as the year 1885 a petition was 
presented to Government for a tfity Court and the British Indian Association 
supported the in'oposal. The matter again came up before the Government 
in 1J)()3‘ and 1904‘’on account of two separate and independent memorials 
which were submitted to Govornment, but we do not know what steps wei-e 
taken by Govornment. 

1 am sorry that a totally unfounded alarm should have been raised in 
connection with my i-esoJution. It is said that the proposed City Civil Court 
will have the effect of crippling the Higli Court which is considered as the 
^'bulwark of our frt'edom and liberty. I really cannot understand how this 
can be. It will take away sufficient work from one of the three .fudges now 
sitting on the Original Side of the High Court. Knowing full well that tho 
High.t’ourt in Bihar is almost an accomplished fact and that it will take 
away at least 7 of the Judges of the ^Calcutta High Court and that the 
disputes of the leading European mercantile firms are now settled by arbitra¬ 
tion by a tribunal of the Bengal Chamber of Commerce, I really cannot 
understand why the cJy is being raised that the High Court will be emascu¬ 
lated, that is independence will be gone, simply because it will be less by 
one judge in its Original Side if a City Civil Court wore established. As I 
have already said, tho proposed Court will be a Court subordinate to tho 
High Court with right of apjieal in all cases to the High Court. This does 
not mean and cannot have the effect of crippling the High Court or of 
curtailing the liberty or freedom of the subject. 

There had been in the High Court and that for a number of years only one 
Judge sitting on the Original Side. It is only for some time past that some¬ 
times 2 and sometimes .3 Judges have been presiding on the Original Side. 
What difference will it make in the status of the High Court, if there be one 
Judge less sitting on the Original Side ? The High Court as a whole will 
not be crippled by the establishment of a City Court nor will there be any 
disruption of the same if there be a judge loss on the Original Side of the 
High Court. It may be necessary to have a Judge more on the Appellate 
Side to copt* with tho appeals which may be -preferred against the judgment 
erf the City Court .Judge. Tho alarm which has been raised in some guartera 
has therefore no foundation in fact or reason. 

The same cry was raised in Madras when there was the proposal for the 
establishment of a City Civil Court there apd such cries will always be 
raised when propositions improvement will be brought forward. 

People have said that why instead of moving^'-His Lordship the Chief 
Justice and the learned Judges of the High Court for lessening the costs of 
litigation in the High Court, 1 have brought for^ivard this resolution before 
this Council. But it is difficult to see how Costs of litigatioh can be lessened 
in the High Court when it employs a complicated machinery of strficitors, 
barristers, sheriff*s officers and an expensive procedure for the trial of oases- 
My regard for His Lordship the Chief Jtfstice of Bengal and other Juc^s 
of the High Court fs as great as that of any member of the Bar. But as one- 
belonging to the profession of law, I am simply following preoedeint. Sir 
Philip Hutchins, asT have already wid, was a Judge^ of the High Court 
before his elevation to the Imperial -Oounril. I think he knew what 
procedure ^s the best to adopt under similMr circumstances. l am simply 
following his line of action and doing what can be done by « tnembsr 'odt 
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ResoliUion,

this Oounoil, viz., moving a resolution for taking stops to establish a 
City Court for Calcutta as has been done in Madras. It has been hinted 
that 1 have taken up the subject of a City Civil Court for Calcutta in the 
interests of the profession to which I belong—I mean in the interests of 
the Vakils of the High Court. All I can say is that hard words break no 
bones. We are here for the discharge of our public duties. We must 
remember that the professions exist for the public and not the public for 
the professions. We are’here not to represent the interests of any class 
or creed but to do all that we possibly can to further the interests of the 
public, to help your Lordship’s Government to do the greatest good for the 
greatest number. 

The result of my resolution is watched with keen interest by a large 
number of I'osidents of Calcutta specially the poor and the voiceless. The 
question before your Lordships’ Government is whether jjoor people are to 
be denied justice simply because they are poor and are unable to pay for it, 
whether poor people are for ever to groan and are to be deprived of their 
rights because they have not the means either to prosecute their cases or to 
defend an action. The suffering is great, the suftering is real and the people 
do suffer though silently. The boast of the British Government is that it has 
given the blessings of peace to the people of this country, that it has thrown 
open the doors of justice to the rich and the poor alike. W'hy is it that here, 
the seat of your Lordships’ Government, the doors of justice should be barred 
with gold and open but to golden keys. Why should it be said of a British 
Court of justice that instead of giving relief to the poor it relieves them of 
their properties ? 

My Lord, I am sorry that there should be any dftference of opinion as 
regards the necessity or utility of my resolution. But still we cannot expect 
that in our public life there should always be unanimity of opinion. There 
will sometimes be honest difference of opinion. That cannot bo helped. But 
happily that difference has its origin, I need hardly say, not to -any partisan 
spirit. 

We must keep pace with the times. The rising tide of public opinion 
i^ with us. I may not be successful in carrying through my resolution to-day. 
The opposition may be strong and powerful. But this I can assure your 
Lordships’ Government fhat a City Civil Court for Calcutta will come “ for a’ 
that” and that sooner or later the vested interests of a few will have to give 
way to the publio and popular demand for cheap and expeditious justice. 

In introducing the Madras City Civil Court Bill in the Supreme Council, 
Sir Philip Hutchins said, so far back as 1891, ” many good authorities are of 
opinion that some similar measure of reform is demanded for the other 
JPresidency towns also, but Madras has advantages which enable her to take 
the lead. Whether her sisters will be inclined to follow when they see hqw 
easily the proposed transfer of jurisdiction can be effected and the good 
results which follow, is a question which we may well leave it to time to 
solve.’’ I think the time has come for the solution of this question. 
Experience of welLnigh 20 years has shewn how beneficial the City Civil 
Court has proved in Madras. It is now for this council and for your 
Loi^ship’s Government to confer that blessing which' Sir Philip Hutchins 
anticipated by the acceptance of my resolution and the establishment of..a 
City Civil Court in Calcutta.” 

The Hon’ble Mb. ^INHA said 

‘VMy Lord—I feel it my duty to oppose this resolution, and in doing so I 
hppe I shall not be misunderstood. My learned friend, the Hon’ble Babu 
Surendra Nath Bay is apprehensive that it might be 'hinted, or that it has 
been hinted that his resolution is put forward in the interests of the profes¬ 
sion to which he belongs. I fear my opposition may be ascribed to a similar 
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ReibhtHoH.

feaBoh. At the same time, Jiist as mjr fHend feels that i8 this mattef ifit^resth 
of thb public at lar^e and patticularly of the litigaUt bhblic afe the cStljr 
interests to be Considered, I feel the same, and it is from that ^int of vieW 
and that point of vie'^V alone that I plropose to deal arith it; 

My Lotd, tre are both agreed lhat the administration of justice toust 
fulfil certain i-equisites. It Inust bo efficient, it must be expeditious aud it 
mtist be, so far as possible, economical, and if the administration of justice oU 
the Orii^nal Side of the High Court fails in any one of these particulars, 
undoubtedly it has failed as a sj'stem of administration of justice. Has it so 
failed is the question which mjr learned friend has mooted. • If it had, I 
should have exjiected to find that after all these years the Original Side 
has existed aS the direct descendant of the Supreme Court, the Chambers of 
Commerce of t’alcuttdt would have been the firs' to raise their voice against 
the system of administration there ; 1 should have expected that the landed 
interests of Calcutta represented in the various associations, the British 
tndiCn Association, the Landholders’Association and similar other associations 
should have ore long raised their voice against the systeni of administration. 

I should have thought that the press of Calcutta, powerful, more powerful 
^ than in any other presidency town, should have, during all these years raised, 
its voice against this pernicious systetn that my learned friend complaint 
against. Hut what are the facts ? My friend refers to a representation 
inade by the British Indian Asswiation about thirty years ago in which the 
Question was mooted. The British IndiaQ Association has not thought fit to 
purshe the matter any further. The Chambers of Oomtnerco are not generally 
disinclined to moot such questions as they consider to be of public interest 
and we know that with regard to the various Courts, notably the Small Cause 
Court, the Chambers of Commerce have very often made their voice felt. But 
I have never yet heard that Calcutta merchants, either European at Indian, 
have complained of the system of the administration of justice on the 
Original Side My Lord, justice should be cheap, but it may be too cheap. 
In the mufassal, you have a system of appeals from Court to Court, and my 
friend himself refers in his speech to what is a common place in the profession. 
Via., that the plaintilBF’s miseries begin after he has obtained a decree, and it is 
Very often years after he has obtained his decree that he realises, if he does 
at all, the fruits of his decree. My Lord, the sfeme thing cannot be said of 
the Original Side of the High Court. A case is heard frJni beginning to ehd 
within sii months—certainly the High Court itself sitting in appeal frota the 
Original Side does all that it has to do in connection iritli such cases in 
the Space of outside a year, and as regards appeals, I think it iS common 
knowledge that not even 6 per cent, of the caseS instituted forhi the Subject 
of appeals from the Original Side of the High Court and So fat Us Privy 
Council appeals are Concerned, I think it falls even inuch below one pet Cent. 
So that yoU have that element of finality which is so conspicuously lacking In 
the judgments and decrees of the mufassal Oottrts. I am not ^ing to say that 
the adtoinistration of justice in the mufasSal is not^fficient. We all knoW that 
District and Subordinate Jijdges kre as efficienl as we can etpeCt undet the 
circumstances, but are we going to suggest that the*«"High Court JUdgCS are 
not mote efficient ? The whole reason of their CkiStence aS Jiid^S of the 
Supreme Court of the county is their greater efficiency Und to suggest that 
because the administration is in the mufassal efficient, therefore Vre hefed not 
have a more efficient administration as we have undoubtedly in the High 
Court On the Original Side is, I venture to submit, contrary to public opinion. 

My Lord, apart from the question of expedition, apart freon the finality 
I have referred to, apart from the Question of effiOiOnoy I have i^Uded to, 
there remains the Question of the eost on which so mneh ha# been said :: 
and 1 fear that that is the only argument that my learned friend has got 
in snpport of the case he makes; The whole trouble of my learned Mend 
18 the elaborate machine]^ which Compels the employment of Solicitors and

barristers and my learned friend thinks that thcs moment these offending 
Arsons are l-emored and vakils are introduced; the millenium trill beiljin. 
My Lord; iny friend eomblains thilt it is heceasdry to employ splicilors 
in addition to barristers. Has not my friend heard that in mahy cases 
in the mufassal there is not only one pleader but sovisral pleaders (*n^god 
in a ease ? Has he not heard that beyond the costs which arb awarded in the 
Courts the client has to pay niany hior rupees to his pleaders ? The taxed 
coftts—the allodatur may be unfamiliar terms to some of my friends here as 
being something like an animal of very much the same name. But, my Lord, 
beoble in Calcutta have been familiar both with taxation and with allocaturs 
and the people of Galchtta have managed to exist. And though my friend 
reipresenting mufassal municipalities cothes forward today and says that he, 
stands as a champion of the oppressed in Calcutta, we have not heard 
aa I have hinted before, of any complaints either irt the public press or 
from the public bodies and representative institutions which ekist in 
Calcutta. 

If there is any public which is able to make itself heard I should have 
thought it was the Calcutta public. But in this matter the Calcutta public 
has not expressed its opinion, and it remained for my learned friend represent¬ 
ing mufassal municipalities to voice the grievances of poor litigants in 
Calcutta. Judged from these three points of view, efficiency, economy and 
expedition, .1 venture to submit to the , Council that the Original Side has 
more than fulfilled the expectations of the people. 

• 

I may now take the feW cdSeS referred to by my iparndd friend ih his 
Speech. I have not had time to verify them; But at leaSt one of them 
I remember from my own experience in which the taxed costs amounted to 
Something like lis. 1,26,0W. I may refer to the circumstances urtder Which 
the case came to the High Court. It wUs a case instituted iri the mUfassal, 
which if it had been proceeded With irt the mufassal Would not have lasted 
beyond a day or two. But the litigant himself came and got the case 
transferred from the mufassal to the Original Side of the High Court on 
the ground that he would not. get justice in the mufassal. Innumerable 
witnesses had to be examined on commission it being a Bhagalpur 
Case-^legal practitioners had to be sent out from Calcutta to Bhagalpur, 
there wore three or four ’pUrdanashin ladies of rank who had to be 
examined on commission-all these went to Swell the costs. If a base of 
that dimension and under circumstances like these w'ere to happen in the 
mufassal I have no doubt that the costs would probably have been even 
greater. Two persons were determined to fight each other, to ruirt each 
other, and that was the reason why the costs were increased to such an extent. 
To say that that it is the normal scale of costs on the Original 8id(i of the 
High Court, would, I venture to submit, be misrepresenting the real state of 
afihirs altogether. We know that with regard to ordinary suits, the costs on 
the Original Bide are, as a matter of fact, less than in the muftasal Courts; 
There are instances ncA pebuliar to this country or any other country 
when people’s passions hare been inflamed by the desire to litigate they Will 
come to the expensive man—“ the fashionable duffer ” as^r^JjabouChere ^ 
" Truth " called him< merely because he is the most expensive Whether you 
have a City Court, a Police Court or a District Court, the people who are 
determined to litigate in this fashion will spend much money on very trivial 
quarrels;.. Do we hert know that the Government of Bengal have felt them- 
Selveii obliged according to the nature of cases to pay enormous sums of 
. money ks fees to counsel ? Will the City Court make any difference in this 
respect? We know that in the Police Court, where yqja can get a pleader 
fof a small snm people have been known to engage Barristers at enormous 
fees from dky to day. Has the millenium come in the Police Court because 
Pleaders have the right of audichee there in the' same way aS barristers 
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Besolution.

and solicitors have ? What reason is there to think that when you throw 
open the Original Side of the High Court to pleaders the cost of litigation will 
at once diminish ? I venture to think, my lord, it will be exactly the same 
as Jt is now, and as long as there are people whom litigants desire to have as 
advocates on their side on large fees they will be engaged notwithstanding the 
fact that there is another class of legal practitioner available at one-eighth 
or one-tenth of the fees. I venture to think, my lord, that this resolution 
is not aimed so much at the constitution of the Original Side or the elaborate 
machinery in operation there as at the limited right of audience in that 
Court. The tost as fro whether this resolution is aimed at the Court or at a 
section of practitioners is this—would my friend press the resolution if the 
right of audience were extended to the particular class whom he has in 
view? In the City Court, if the right of audience is confined to barristers 
and solicitors, would my friend care to press his resolution ? In the City 
Court as proposed by my Hon’ble friend, pleaders will have a look in. If 
they have the same privilege on the Original Side will the elaborateness of 
the machinery disappear, will the scale of costs and allocaturs be done away 
with? Will it meet the views of my friend jf that were done? It is 
curious that this resolution is synchronous practically with another move¬ 
ment w*hich is going on at the same time and for which application has 
already been made to the Judges of the^High Court, viz., for throwing open 
the Original Side to pleaders. If it is boldly put forward that we want the 
Original Side to be thrown open to pleaders, it is perfectly clear that the 
resolution wiU not be one within the competence of this Council; it will be a 
matter entirely for Ihe Judges of the High Court to deal with, and as a 
matter of fact it is now being dealt with by the J udges. One cannot, I 
submit, my lord, bring forward a resolution of this kind in the interests of 
one section of the profession as against another, because to do that would be 
to reduce our Council to the level of a debating society.” 


The Hon’blo MAHARAJADHIRAJA BAHADUR OF BURDWAN said 

“ My Lord—I am neither a Vakil nor a Barrister, but I am very often at 
the mercy of both. I have got up to suggest a modus weVenrf* regarding the 
rescdution of my friend, the Hon’ble Babu Surendra Nath Ray, who is not 
only a representative of the mufassal municipality, as my friend the Hon’ble 
Mr. S'nha has said, but also possesses a considerable amount of landed 
property in Calcutta itself, and therefore, like many landholders realises 
the diifiuulfies of cases in the Original Side of the High Court. I may also 
mention here casually that the Hon’ble mover of this resolution consulted 
individual members of the British Indian Aasppiation, to which association 
reference has already bee» jjaade byi.the Hbn’ble Mr. Sinha, and that the 
majority of them' have supported the idea of a Gity Court in Calcutta.' I 
only mention this fact as 1 happen to be the President of that Association. 
But what I beg to propose with your Excellency’s permission is that, in view 
of the divergence of non-official opinion on this resolution—although I may say 
that those in favour of this resolution including my friend the mover is quite 
willing to take up the challenge given to them that there is a considerable 
amount of opinion in favour of the establishment of a City Court in Calcutta, 
and although they know it, yet they are willing to accept my suggestion-!-! 
have, consulted my friend, the Hon’ble Babu Surendra Nath Ray and he is 
agreeable to what I suggest, namely, that this resolution do stand adjourned 
until after the conclusion of the debate of the Budget, and that In t^ 
meantime Government be pleased to circulate this resolution to public, bod^s 
for an expressimx of their opinion, and I take it that other Hon’ble Members 
are agreeable to this course being followed.” .

“ My Lord—I desire to give my whole-hearted support to the resolution 
moved by my friend the Hon’ble Maharajadhiraja Bahadur of Burdwan. His 
resolution has oome to me as a sort of relief, and I am sure that this is the 
feeling of many of us here—” 

HIS EXCELLENCY THE PRESIDENT said 

“ Order, order! Wliat the Hon’ble MaharajadUii-aja Bahadur of Burdwan 
has submitted to this Council is a mere suggestion and not a resolution, 
and whether it should be accepted or not, is a matter for the President only. 
Further, I must point out that if the Hon’ble Member speaks now, he will 
not be able, should the resolution be adjourned, to speak again when it comes 
up again for discussion.” 

His Excellency the President, having satisfied himself that the Council

I direct that the resolution, as also a copy ^f 
to-day’s proceedings in Council in connection therewith, be so circulated anil 
that the discussion on the resolution be resumed in this Council after the 
termination of the debate on the Budget ” 


The Hon’ble Babu Kurendra Nath Ray (who had given notice of his 
intention to do so) asked His Plxoellcncy the President to allow him to 
substitute the following Resolution for that orginally submitted by him in 
connection with the est .blishment of a Board of Education in Bengal :— •

The necessary permission having been given, the discussion of this 
Resolution was deferred until the .January meeting of the ('ouncil as previous¬ 
ly directed by His Excelhmcy at the meeting held in September last. •
